SHIPS IN PORT ARTHUR 
WORTH LITLE 10 FT 


Japamess Admiral, in Report to To- 
kio, Pays High Tribute to Men 
and Vessels Who Have 
Served Under His 

Command, 


Tokio, December 24.—Admiral Togo 
announces the withdrawal of the ma- 
jority of the fleet from Port Arthur. 

Admiral Togo, telegraphing under date 
of December 22, says: 

“After 203-Meter hill was occupied as 
the result of a gallant and desperate at- 
tack by the besieging army the bom- 
bardment of the enemy’s squadron, by 
siege and other heavy guns, became ef- 
fective. In consequence the battleships 
Poltava and Retvizan were sunk, and 
subsequently the battle ships Pobieda 
and Peresyiet, the protected crulser Pal- 
lada and the armored cruisers Bayan 
were sunk. 

“The battle ship Sevastopol escaped 
the land bombardment, left the harbor 
and anchored near Chentia mountain. 
She was attacked there continuously by 
our torpedo boats and heavily damazed. 
The main strength of the enemy is com- 
pletely crushed. Only a weak gun boat, 
the Otvashni, and several torpedo boat 
destroyers remain afloat. Under the cir- 
cumstances our combined fleet has been 
removed as unnecessary from the block- 
ade of Port Arthur, which had been 
maintained since May |!4. 

“IT have arranged for a closer watch 
for ships attempting to run the blockade 
and to watch the remnant of the ene- 
my’s squadron. We enffered from the 
enemy's miines, both laid and floating 
on the high seas, and from dense fogs. 
The cruisers Miyako, Salyen and Yosh- 
ino, Hatsube, battie ship Kaitmon, gun- 
boat @nd Hetyen, coast defense vessel, 
were gunk, and many gallant and loyal 
officers and men were killed, but we 
succeeded in maintaining the blockade. 
When the enemy emerged from the har- 
bor our fleet successfully engaged him, 
and finally, with the valuable support of 
the besieging army, succeeded in crush- 
ing nearly all the enemy’s squadron. 
Our second squadron so heavily damaged 
the Viadivostok squadron that it has 
since been unable to leave port. 

“All this success is gratefully attrib- 
uted to the brilliant virtue of our em- 
peror. 

“During the blockade all the ships un- 
der my command splendidly accomplished 
the work and duty assigned to them. 
Especially to be noted are some of those 
who are engaged in the difficult and 
risky task of blockading, or who tire- 
lessly accomplished the work of laying 
mines In the presence of the enemy, 
others who, braving all dangers, were 
engaged in the work of clearing mines 
away, and others still who were posted 
to watch the enemy and guard against 
the enemy’s ships. elr combined 
work strongly contrfbuted to the accom- 
plishment of the blockade. I deem it 
mv duty to especially mention my recog- 
nition of the valuable service rendered 
a the officers and men.’ 


JAPS TUNNELE 
BENEATH FORTS

Desperate Attack Made on 
Kekwan Fort 


When Call for Volunteers Was Made 
Two Wntire Battalions Re 
sponded and Were Assigned 
to Deadly Task by Gen- 
eral Samejima. 


Headquarters of the Japanese Third 
Army, Before Port Arthur, December 20, 
via Kin Kow.—(Delayed in Transmission, 
via Tientsin, December 24.)—Since the 
general assault of November 26-27 
(against the forts on Rihlung and Kek- 
wan mountains, resulting in furious fight- 
ing and great loss of life, and described 
in length by the Associated Press cor- 
respondent in a dispatch filed Novem- 
ber 28) the Japandse have been engaged 
in tunneling under the north fort of 
Kekwan mountain. Two main tunnels 
ran under the north wall of the fort 
from the meat for a distance of 40 feet, 
and there were four short branch tunnels. 

On the morning of December 18 seven 
dynamite mines were laid, the object of 
which was to destroy the north wall and 
so give the Japanese access to the fort. 

The fort had so long resisted the as- 
saults of the Japanese that it yas con- 
sidered necessary that the explosions of 
the mines and the subject 
should be carefully planned. General 
Samejima, cOmmanding the left division, 
asked for volunteers who would be pre- 
pared to capture the fort or to die in 
the attempt. Two entire battalions an- 
swered the general’s call. one from the 
left division, and the other from the 
general reserves. The first battalion re- 
mained in the Caponiere galleries during 
the explosion of the mines, while the se”- 
ond battalion was in a parallel close to 
the wall of the countery scarp.

JAPS CAPTURED RIDGE 
AFTER HEAVY CANNONADE 


Russians Made Desperate Attempt 


To Retake Captured Positions, 
but Were Repulsed by Jap- 
anese After Bloody Fight 
at Close Quarters, 


Tokio, December 24.—The Japanese 
forces besieging Port Arthur yesterday 
stormed and now hold the heights east 
of Houyangshukou. 

Prisoners captured by the Japanese 
report that the Russian general Kondra- 
tenko and another general officer, whose 
name is not known, have been killed, 
and that General Fock is among the 
wounded. 

A dispatch from the Japanese army, 
before Port Arthur, timed midnight, 
Says: 

On December 22 the Russian defense 
on the heights east of Houyaugshukou 
Sunshu mountain, Rihlung mountain and 
the “H’’ forts were bombarded by the 
Japanese with heavy guns, which tin- 
flicted considerable damage. AS a re- 
sult of the bombardment a detachment 
of the Japanese right wing at dawn, 
December 23, attacked the enemy on the 
heights east of Houyangshukou and 
captured the ridge and heights at 7:40 
in the morning. 

In the morning afterwards the enemy 
concentrated his fire from several forts 
at Tayangkou and Yahutsui upon our 
newly occupied position, following this 
with a determined counter attack during 
which hand grenades were thrown, but 
our force finally repulsed the enemy. 
Later, ag the enemy’s bombardment 
abated, we constructed some defensive 
works, so that our occupation became 
more assured, 

As a result of our heavy guns’ bom- 
bardment during and before the attack 
the fort west of Taiyang. was set on 
fire. One fifteen centimeter guns in the 
forts were destroyed. .The covers were 
also considerably damaged.

When Dodze was taken before Judge 
Cowing, District Attorney Jerome, after 
relating the indictments connected with 
the prisener’s arrest and extradition 
from Texas, asked that the transfer of 
the prisoner from federal to state au- 
thority be made. When this had been 
done, he said: 

“Ror reasons of a public nature, which 
cannot now be stated in public, because 
they would be detrimental to the cause 
of justice, the defendant should be dis- 
charged upon his own recognizance from 
the indictment found on June 26, 1904, 
rand I ask that he be discharged.”’ 

Dodge was discharged and went to a 
hotel accompanied by a detective of Mr. 
Jerome’s staff. 

After these developments Mr. 
said: 

“Mr. Dodge will remain at his hotel 
in my care until he is wanted as a wit- 
ness for the county.’

Aifterward he said that counsel had de- 
ckded not to attempt to get any bail un- 
less the district attorney does not promise 
a speedy retrial. Counsel, he said, be- 
lieved the safest place for Miss Patter- 
son was in the Tombs. as she had deen

New Evidence for Defense. 

The urgency for a new trial on the part 
of the defense was due. Mr. O’ Reilly said, 
to the fact that the defense had found 
some new and, what they censider, im- 
portant evidence.

Romance of Romney Picture Re- 


vealed at London Auction, 


Years Ago The Picture Was Sold for . 


a Few Dollars, and a Few 
Days Ago It Brought 
at Auction the Sum 
of $34,125. 


Special Cable. 


London, December 24.—Behing the saie | 
of a Romney picture at Christie’s the | 


other day for 6,500 guineas ($34,125), 
lies a story that is worth more space 
than was devoted to it in the cable dis- 
atches sent at the time when 
meager details were available. It opens 
forty years ago at the little seaport 
and mining town of Whitehaven on the 
Cumberland coast. A smal] tradesman 
had fallen into difficulties and a sale 
was held of his ‘household effects, whicn 
was attended chiefly by frugal house- 
wives in search of bargains in the shape 
of pots and pans and second-hand fur- 
niture. Their interest slackened when 
the auctioneer unrolled three grimy can- 
vases, and a local wight, who had stray- 
ed upon the scene, bought the lot for a 
few shillings without the faintest idea 
that among them was an art treasure 
that would be worth a fortune some day, 
In fact, he cared little for pictures him- 
self, and bought them more as a joke 
than anything else, 

Among the women present was Mrs. 
John Tomlinson, bent on picking up 
cheap some articles of domestic utility. 
Her husband was a civil servant of 
sorts, being a ‘“‘government distributor 
of stamps,’”’ and a man of some intelli- 
gence with a liking for pictures. Thrif- 
ty Mrs. Tomlinson did not believe in 
wasting money on such things herseif, 
but she tolq John of the incident. Next 
day he sought out the purchaser, who 
gave himself credit for displaying Tre- 
markable shrewdness in selling them 
again for twice what he had paid for 
them, 

No Idea of the Value, 

Tomlinson stretched the canvases and 
hung them in his house. He had no idea 
at that time of the amazing value of 
his fiind. Some ‘painter chaps” in the 
neighborhood told him that they were 
certainly good pictures which he re- 
garded as a flattering tribute to his 
own judgment and cultured taste. On 
the strength of them, as the years rolled 
by, he agquired quite a local reputation 
4s an art connoisseur. Artists visiting 
the neighborhood frequently dropped in 
on him and admired his fittle collection. 
He received several local offers for them 
resisted. One art- 
ist settled In Whitehaven repeatedly 
tried to dnduce him to part with the 
Romney one. He was. not quite certain 
then that it was a 
price he offered was only a fraction of 
what it fetched at auction, but it repre- 
sented a prodigious sum to Tomlinson. 
Still he declined, He had enough to 
keep him in comfort in his old age and 
he difi not hanker after riches. Strange- 
ly enough, no news of the Whitehaven 
treasure ever reached the ears of the 
big dealers and in consequence none of 
the hungry roving commissioners of the 
art world ever descended on the town 
of the undersea mines. 

Tomlinoson died intestate when nearly 
ninety. Some of the rkeirs wrote to Chris- 
tie about his pictures. One of the ex- 
perts of the firm was dispatched north, 
and saw at a glance the richness of 
Whitehaven’s secret. Very different was 
the scene at Christie’s sale from that of 
other sale forty yeans earlier. The place 
was jammed. For two hours and a half 
the patient sightseers awaited the ap- 
pearance on the ease] of the picture 
which the Whitehaven housewives had 
eyed with disdain. At length the un- 
framed canvas, so long the adornment of 
a humble mantelpiece was hoisted up. 
Hundreds of wedged elbows stiffened. 
Hundreds of eager eyes turned to the 
picture. The dealers cleared their throats. 
“Five hundred guineas,” exclaimed the | 


oldest of them, and the battle had be- 


gun. The bidding advanced .by  hun- 
dred guinea sages, until an impressive 
pause proclaimed that the limit had been 
reached, and thhe fall of the hammer 
Locket Agnew, 
the well-knoown London dealer had se- 
cured it for $34,000 in American money. 
Whitehaven pictures, 
which were included in the sale—por- 
traits by Tilly Kettle and painted some 
time prior to 1783—fetched $1,285. The 
lot that had ‘been sold for a few shill- 
ings in 1864 realized $35,410 in 1904, 
Such is ‘tthe romance of picture buying! 
Motive of Pictures, 

The Romney picture represgxts two lit- 
tle children, one a girl carrying a doll, 
and the other a mite of a boy, apparently 
her brother, walking proudly by her side 
as though intent on protecting her with 
his toy-gun. The painting of the two 
heads, especially that of the little maid, 
is of excellent bloom. But the canvass 
has been sadly neglected, and there are 
traces of village paint upon it. After 
undergoing careful treatment at the 
hands of the skilled picture mender tits 
appearance will be greatly improved, 
When next sold it may fetch several 
thousand dollars more than’ Mr. Agnew 
paid for it. The highest recorded price 
paid for a Romney at an auction sale ifs 
$55,275. 

How much a fine specimen of Romney’s 
work originally reached Whitehaven '‘'g 
a mystery that has not yet been fath- 
omed. But {ts discovery has led to a lot 
of rummaging among dusty lumber rooms 
all over the country, and every mail 
brings dozens of lettens to Christie's re- 
questing them to. send experts to exam- 
ine pictureS which the writers are con- 
vinced are Romney’s or Gagnsborough’s.

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TOBACCO ERA 
FOR IRELAND 


Emerald Isle Is Prepar- 
ing to Grow the 
Weed.

Dub]ljn, December 24.—A new era has 
Not only will 
she appear likely, after many experi- 
ments which have not proved altogether 
successful. to be able to grow a good 
leaf of her own. 

From the lands of Colonel Nugent 
Everhard, at Randalstown, County 
Meath, 20 acres of tobacco have been 
safely harvested, and Professor J. 
Harper, of Kentucky university, the fa- 
mous' American tobacco. expert, describes 
it as ‘‘a tobacco crop of the highest 
quality, quite equal to that grown in 
Virginia and Kentucky.” Professor 
Harper also pronounces the Irish cli- 
mate to be almost perfectly suited for 
tobacco culture. 

Colonel Everhard has been. supported 
by the Irish department of agriculture, 
and his is the first experiment In pro- 
ducing a tobacco crop in Ireland on a 
commercial and practical scale. 

The department of agriculture agreed 
to assist any one who would experi- 
ment with tobacco culture to the ex- 
tent of 10 acres by bearing the the cost 
of the drying and curing plant. Colo- 
nel Everard agreed to lay down 20 
acres. The best procurable seed was 
brought from Virginia, and planted early 
in the spring, and since September the 
process of curing, sorting, and drying 
has given employment to a number of 
local hands. 

The twenty aores have yielded about 
14,000 pounds weight of leaf. This is a 
remarkable result for what is practical- 
ly an initial experiment; it is estimated, 
however, that the average yield per acre 
will be about 1,000 pounds of tobacco. 
Dublin manufacturers and experts have 
valued the samples already grown as 
high as 7a and 8d per pound for the 
best leaves. 

The government has removed the pro- 
hibition against tobacco culture, and un- 
dértake to refund to the grower one- 
third of the duty levied. The conces- 
sion, however, is limited to five years, 
and it is impossible to expect farmers 
to undertake the heavy initial cost for 
this limited period.

London, December 24.—Maxim Gorky 
has found a way of dealing with a hos- 
tile theater audience which ought to 
commend itself to playwrights and actor- 
managers the world over. Heretofore it 
has been etiquette for the dramatist, 
whose appearance after the final ‘“‘cur- 
tain’ has been greeted with “boos,” 
hisses or cat-calls to take {ft all in a 
chastened spirit and to retire apologeti- 
cally and with a crestfallen bow. But 
Gorky has changed all that. For if the 
telegraphic accounts are to be believed, 
an audience which hissed the first per- 
formance of his new play, “The Rus- 
ties’? in St. Petersburg, the other night, 
was treated in truly withering fashion 
by the author. 

“The curtain was raised,” says the 
cabled account, “and Gorky appeared 
alone, his head thrown back, a look of 
contempt on his countenance, his fists 
clenched and his face Uvid, ag if he 
wished to fling in the face of the peo- 
ple a deadly insult.’’ 

It sounds effective. For instance, how 
much more inspiring it would have been 
if Olga Nethersole, instead of breaking 
down and holding out her hands appeal- 
ingly to the pit crowd which ‘ pooed’’ 


her recent first night, had adopted the 


simple expedient of twiddling her fingers 
applied to the end of her nose! David 
Belasco fied precipitately before the 


‘London booers of “Zaza,"’ and even Wil- 


liam Gillette ventured only to make a 
sardonic remark or two when the Lyce- 
um galleryite fell upon “Sherlock 
Holmes,’ so it will be impossible to say 
what will be the effect when a jeering 
crowd in this country beholds its would- 
be victim with, say, shirt sleeves rolled 
up ar his fists clenched in the Gorky 
manner. Perhaps the day would have 
been Saved had Clyde Fitch appeared 
“with his head thrown back, his face 
livid and a look of contempt on his coun- 
tenance,”’ on that memorable first night 
of “The Cowboy and the Lady,” or had

RIGHTS OF THE STATES 


Decision in the Clyatt Case Will Be 
Far Reaching8Bacon and Brant- 
ley Show That Negroes of 
the South Are Prosper- 
ous in the Main.

Washington, December 24.—(Special.)— 


.Thie importance to the southern states 


of the so-called peonagée case now fend- 
ing beferre che supreme court of the 
United States can hardly be overesti- 
mated. The case has attracted very con- 
siderable attentién here in Washington, 
both because it marked the first ap-’ 
pearance before the court of Attorney 
General Moody in his official character 
and because, by southern men and law- 
yers in particular, the far-reaching effect 
of the court's decision is understood and 


appreciated. 

The case is one coming from Judge 
Swayne’s court tn Florida, the plaintiff 
‘being one Clyatt, who was convicted 
upon a peonage charge. Mr. Clyatt and 
his interests are, however, mere inci- 
dents to the broad question raised; this 
fe the right of the federal government 
to invade the jurisdiction of the state 
courts in a class of cases which tt is 
‘claimed belong distinctly to: the state 
courts. The attorneys representing 
Clyatt are Captain W. M. Hammond, ot 
Thomasville; Representative ‘Brantley, of 
the eleventh district, and Senator Bacon. 

Senator Bacon and Mr. Brantley have 
just filed a supplemental. .prief {n which 
the contention of the states in contradis- 
tinction to that of the federal govern- 
ment is presented fully and .completely. 
They have been hard at work on thois 
for several days. Both are deeply inter- 
ested in the case, becaause of the large 
puestions involved in ft and their im- 
portance to the south, and they have 
given to it clese and thorough study. 
The Supreme Court Much Interested, 

This Clyatt. case undoubtedly attracted 
the interest of the members of the su 
preme court to a degree beyond the 
ordinaiary case covering the usuaal ques- 
tions of law. Mr. Brantley, as was 
stated in these dispatches, made the 
opening argument. As each side was al- 
lowed two hours for argument, it was 
arranged that Mr. Brantley should con- 
sume an hour and & quarter’for the pre- 
sentation of the plaintiff's side, Senator 
Bacon taking three-quarters of.an hour 
for réply to the elaborate argument made 
by. Attorney General Moody. When Sen- 
ator Bacan rose, he expressed regret thit! 
his time was so Jimited,. whereupon Chief 
Justice Fuller, announced that the Geor- 
gia senator's time would, not be limited— 
in other words, that he might proceed 
with his argument without reference to 
any time limit. The senator spoke nearly. 
two hours. 

Attorney Genera) Moody. had,.tn his 
presentation of the case for the govern-' 
menf, stated that an early. decision at' 
the hands of the supreme | court, was 
urgent, as “‘thousands of persons are be- 
ing held in a condition of involuntary: 
servitude”. in. the southern states. San- 
ator Bacon. combatted this ‘statement. 
earnestly and forcefully. He said it might 
be true, and probably was true, that’ 
there were allegations of peonage, , but 
‘Cidt this was a very different thing. 

Then he-gave’'a picturé of life at the. 
‘south, showing.how, under ex{sting con- 
ditions, it is possibile for a lot of charges 
-of this nature to be made without there

never had as much money as they have 
had this fall on account of the high 
price of cotton at the beginning of the 
season and the high wages paid for pick- 
ing it, yet outside of a very few money 
savers the general average of them will 
not have $5 when the Ist. of January 
comes.

“When the new year begins, what !fs 
the necessary result of such a condition 
of affairs?” asked Senator Bacon. 

The negro, he went on in answer to his 
own question, wif make a contract with 
some planter to work with him to make 
the next aptton crop, for whic) te is to 
receive either money wages or a part 
of the crop in payment for his labor. But 
the first fact confronting the negro and 
the planter is that the former hasn't 
money with which to buy rations to carry 
him along, nor to meet any of the other 
necessary expenses for living. AS a con- 
sequence, it Is absolutely necessary for 
the planter to advance money with 
which the negro can buy food and meet 


other necessary living expenses. 
Now this, the senator contended, does 


not present a casd where the man is 
working to pay off a debt; he is to be 
paid for his labor and these are ad- 
vances against his wages or his part of 
the crop. The transaction is entirely le- 
gitimate on both efdes. 

The Contracts Are Performed. 

In 999 cases of of 1,000 tho parties 
perform the contracts and no trouble of 
any kind grows out them. The terms 
of the contract are fived up to fairly 
and honestly by both parties. But in 
this cendition of affairs there is pre- 
sented’ an opportunity for the bad or 
vicloug element to manufacture charges 
of “peonage” against the employer and, 
by perversion of the facts, they frequent- 
ly make out a prima facie case. The con- 
ditions are such as to give to evil-minded 
persons an opportunity to foment trouble 
between employer and employed by sug- 
gesting to the latter that they couid not 
be held to their contracts and that they 
were held in a state of peonage. In addi- 
tion to the mere evil propensity of such 
persons to atir up trouble, there were 
Rome. who would not hesitate to bring on 
this kind of troubie in the hope ef secur- 
ing money in the shape of witness fees. 

This condition of affairs, Senator Ba- 


| gon explained to the court, would ac- 


count for the fact that there are a vast 
number of charges of peonage, whereas 
in truth there may be a very few viola- 
tions of the laws of the states which are 
just as stringent against involuntary 
servitude or anything approaching peon- 
age as is any federal law. 

Moody’s Charge Against the South. 

Secretary Moody’s arraignment of the 
south, as contained in his printed brief, 
was in this language: — 

‘We think that we may truthfully say 
that upon the decision of this case hangs 
the liberty of thousands, mostly couored, 
it is true, who are now being held in a 
condition of involuntary servitude, 
many cases worse than slavery itself, 
by the unlawful acts of. individuals, not 
only in violation of the thirteenth amend- 


ment to the eunstitution, but in violation 
of the law which we have here under 


consideration.” 

He also urged that prosecutions be- 
ing held up awaiting the decision in this 
ease, the executive arm of the law was 


‘paralyzed. t 

+ He’ said: | 
' “Jt is useless to arrest offenders 
‘upon cdmmiissioners’ warrants, in 
view of ‘the fact that the witnesses, 
by reason of their poverty-stricken 
condition, or low order of intelli- 
gence, may be easily tampered with, 
or, which very frequently happens, 
‘may be induced to leave the coun- 
“try.”

prosecutions referred to are unfounded in 
fact? Are there not emoluments attach- 
ing to witnesses in ‘peonage’’ cases? 
Is tt not true that witnesses who could 
be “tampered with” on one side, migni 
be “tampered with” on the other? Would 
it not be possible for designing men, in 
the hope of fees, emoluments or for other 
purposes, to use witnesses of the class 
described to accomplish ne.arious pur- 
poses of their own? May it not be possi- 
ble, when we consider tne character of 
tne witnesses used, that 
prosecutions referred to by the honor- 
able attorney general could more aptly 
be described as ‘‘persecutions?’

The Scope of This Case. 

The Clyatt case involves, as I have 
said, much more than the conviction or 
acquittal of Clyatt. He was convicted 
before Judge Swayne in the United 


| States court for the northern district of 


Florida, of the offense of violating waat 
are known as the anti-peonage laws. 
These laws were passed in 1867 and their 


primary purpose was to abolish  ‘‘peon- 
age’’ in the territory of New Mexico. 


That territory had inherited from mex- 
ico a system of labor whereby, under 
authority of law, a laborer could con- 
tract to work for his employer, in con- 
sideration of money advanced, and to 


work until the debt was paid. By a reg- 
ular system of laws enacted by the ter- 
ritorial liegislature, tnis contract for 


personal service could be inforced by the 
courts, and the laborer compelled to 
labor, whether he wanted to or not, so 
long as the debt remained unpaid. The 
laws went to the extent of autnorizing 
by regular decree the public sale to the 
highest bidder of the services of the 
laborer until the debt was satisfied. 
The laborer under this system was gen- 
erally designated a ‘“‘peon.” 

Congress in 1867: passed the act abolish- 
ing this system. 


The New Construction. 


Not until within the past few years 
did any one suppose the law did more 
than that and very. few people in the 
United States knew of the existence of 
the law. 

Some United States judges in the south 
have been recently construing this law 
to cover any case where one person ex- 
acted personal service from another tc 
pay a debt, regardless of whether or 
not such conduct was sanctioned by a 
state law or custom ana regardless of 
whether any system of peonage existed. 

Clyatt’s case raises not only the ques- 
tion as to whether the law is being 
properly construed or not, put assurnima 
the construction given to be the correct 
one the law is attacked as being uncon- 
'stitutional. 

The only authority given ior lis oa 
istence so far as concerns the states, is 
the thirteenth amendment. ; 

This amendment merely prohibits 
slavery or involuntary servitude, and the 
question raised in the Ciyac eese will 
require a ruling by the court as to the 
meaning of the term “involuntary servl- 
tude”’ as used in the thirteenth amend- 
‘mient. Does it mean a servitude imposed 
by authority of law only, or does it in- 
clude servitude {mposed by an individual 
in the commission of a mere lawless 
act? 

The questions presented are of great 
and far-reaching importance. They in- 
volve the relative duties and powers of 
the national and state governments in 
the protection of humfn IHIbenty. 


Construction of the Amendments. 


The supreme court decided many years 
ago that the sgourteenth amendment ap- 
plied only to states and not to individuais, 
and within the past year or two it de- 
cided the same thing as to the fifteenth 
) amendment. 

The thirteenth amendment has never 
been before the court for a full detcr- 
mination as to the extent and limit of 
the power conferred .upon congress by 
it, but the Clyatt case now calis for 
an interpretation of it. 

Clyatt’s attorneys contend that there 
can be no such thing as concurrent jpris- 
diction. in the state and federal guvern- 
ments to protect human liberty against 
individual lawless assaults upon it, and 
that the determination of his case will 
settle definitely the question as to where 
jurisdiction for its protéction ds placed. 
of the states have been shorn of tha 
power to protect their own citizens 
figainst lawless violencp, Cllyatt’s at 
| torneys contend that the chieftest of ai! 
‘the foundamental duties of the state be- 
ing taken away from it, !ts sovereignty 
has been wiped out and destroyed. 

The brief statement shows the great 
importance that attaches to this case, 
ad the far-reaching effect of the supreme 
(court’s finding, whatever that may be.

rather barbaric tiara which the queen 
wore with her robe of state, and which 
still rests on the veil that fell from 
head to shoulder, they raise no picture 
in the mind’s eye. The big emeralds ol 
the bracelet that the Tsar sent to the ill. 
fated wedding look costly—and a little 
barbaric, too—the diamond tiara is a fine 
and expensive specimen of the jeweller, 
art.. 

The orders of Turkey and Persia—the 
Persian order of the Sun, with star -and 
badge and friband—the Turkish order of 
Nischani Schefkat—these may be rare, 
and they are beautiful; but they are too 
like other jewels and other orders that 
we have seen to inspire any conscious- 
ness of their special significance. It is 
otherwise with the two dresses that are 
placed on stands in another room. $n. 
this room are portraits of the queen 
when she was wearing the dresses. One 
of the portraits shows her as she leant 
against her husband ifn her wedding dress. 
The bridal dress, with its laces, its rib- 
bons, and the paste buckles decking its 
empty bosom, stands stiffly upright a 
few yards away.

It Is Alleged That Their Self-Con- 
sciousness Makes Them Intol- 
erable, but the Real Cause 
for Complaint Is That 
They “Get There.”’

London, December 24.—The envy with 
which fashionable feminity regards 
th* social triumphs of the American 
weman here is well revealed in the fol- 
lowing extract from a society jour- 
nal: 

““However much we may deplore the in- 
creasing self-consciousness among Eng- 
lish women, we may, at least, flatter 
ourselves that it is as nothing compared 
to the egregious self-consciousness para- 
mount’ in the American woman. The 
very fact of her strenuous endeavor to 
impress you with her naturalness lays 
bare the inherent artificiality of her na- 
ture.

Real Dense One tntails Loss 
of $250,000 a Day 


Large Portion of This Sum Goes for 
Gas and Eiectric Lights—Coal 
Refuse in the Air Above 
the Metropolis Nespon- 
sible for the Fogs.

London, December 24.—It is estimated 
that a real, dense, persistent fog costs 
London from £30,000 to £50,000 a day. 
A large proportion of.this sum, of courss, 
is spent upon gas and electric light. To 
take a single other item—fog signals. 
They are bought for about ninepence a 
dozen, and on one foggy day alone a big 
railway company running into London 
may use some 30,000 of them. 
developments, lest the sequel be 

in speaking of fog, people frequently 
describe it as of the ‘‘November” variety, 
and usually it is assumed that the 
eleventh month of the year is that in 
which most fogs occur. December, how- 
ever, is the foggiest month of the four 
winter months, 

As is well Known, the fogs of London, 
lying low as the metropolis does in the 
Thames valley, often do not extend be- 
yond its boundaries. While the lLon- 
doner gropes in “pea soup,” the sun a 
few miles away may be shining brightly. 
Yet some fogs that envelop the metrop- 
olis may be, in a sense, universal. Three 
years ago, one such fog, very black in 
Loendon, strectched from Land’s End 
to Yorkshire, from Ireland to Germany. 

Naturally it is thé amount of coal re- 
fuse In the alr above London that makes 
the fog there often of s0 “rich” a quality 

An ordinary dwelling house having, say, 
two fires going, spreads a tremedous 
quantity of smoky air around it daily— 
namely, elght and a half tons! Factory 
chimneys are generally suppdésed to be 
grave offenders in contaminating the 
air. But the total number of tons of 
smoky airs poured out daily from the fa:- 
tcries of Londor makes a comparatively 
poor show when contrasted with the five- 
oS ae million tons cloud of smoky 

r a S create ‘ 
domestic fireplace. . 1 

How many foggy days does London 
have in a year? The total, of course 
varies greatly: and in latter years nas 
been usually less than the average. Sonie 
experts have ascribed this effect to the 
increased popularity of gas stoves, mak- 
ing no smoke. Others declare it to be 
simply “‘accident,’’ and promise that we 
Shall ‘‘make up for it later on.” Twenty 
years ago or so London’s average was 
twenty fogs a year, but in the hard win- 
ter of 1879-80 there were forty-three 
foggy days. After that the average rose 
to thirty foggy days each winter; but 
18909! had the record of fifty days of 
fog. Since then, fogs, which kill off 
thousands of people each winter, have 
happily been less prevalent. One of the 
longest lasting fogs of which record has 
been kept occurred in December, 1879. 
With slight dntervals of mere mistiness, 
it lasted from the beginning of the sec- 
ond week of that month until Boxing 
day. 

All the particles of sooty matter. that 
Loudon’s chimneys send into the air 
become, in a fog, saturated with mois- 
ture, and descend on to London again. 

London fogs are always productive of 
‘“incidents."’ Pickpockets then invaria- 
bly reap a’ good haul. A winter or two 
back, some cattle being driven to market 
were lost in a London fog, and some of 
them were not found until next morning. 
In nearly every thick London fog num- 
bers of loaves of bread are stolen frem 
bakers’ handbarrows while the men are 
on their rounds. But these, of course, 
are minor matters,

They should be required 
to pad their elbows, for it is with th@se 
that the worst injuries are inflicted. For 
her own protection, the woman of frail 
physique should wear a sheet iron waist 
against which a padded elbow could be 
jabbed without the breaking of a rib.

Truth’s Chase of Error. 

A misrepresentation once made can 
only with the utmost difficulty—if 
ever—be corrected. 

For instance, some weeks ago The 
‘New York Sun attributed to The Con- 
stitution hostile utterances in refer- 
ence to the suggestion of a southern 
trip by President Roosevelt and inti- 
mating that The Constitution had 
virtually taken the position that, 
should the president come south, he 
would not be safe. 

The Constitution, knowing full well 
the civility, the high sense of honor 
and the generous hospitality of the 
south, of course, neither said nor 
thought any such thing, and nothing 
could have further misrepresented 
the position of this paper. 

Our contemjvrary, The Sun, very 
promptly saw its error and made cor- 
rection in the following editoria] ut- 
terance: 

In a recent paragraph we inadvertent- 
ly attributed to The Constitution of At- 
lanta, Ga., a remark warning the pres- 
ident that if he visited the south the 
consequences to him “would certainly 
be unpleasant and embarrassing, and 
might be forever  regrettable.”’ That 
remark was not made by The Constitu- 
tion, but by another paper of Atlanta. 
The Constitution’s references to the 
suggestion of the president’s visit have 
been uniformly courteous and broad- 
minded, 

But the misrepresentation, once 
launched, is still doing service from 
the Pacific to the Atlantic, in demo- 
cratic as well es republican news- 
papers, nor.t and south alike.

The expression of a hope on the part 
of the president that the Philippines may 
ever become other than American ter- 
ritory will not contribute to the Amer- 
icanization of the islands nor to the 
growth of American influence in the 
Asiatic Pacific. 


Certainly if there has been any hon- 
esty at all in the republican conten- 
tion that democratic talk of independ- 
ence for the Philippines was danger- 
ous to the welfare of the Filipinos, 
the utterance of President Roosevelt 
is open to the same criticism.

As things 
now stand, the tariff wall is, for all 
practical purposes, just as high 
against the products of those islands 
as it is against the products of foreigy: 
countries. While there is a nominal

The prosperity of the islands de- 


pends upon the development of two 
industries, sugar and tobacco. So 
long as those islands are American 
colonies, it is the manifest duty of 
the governmeut to open American 
ports to their products free of all 
tariff charges, for only in that way 
is it possible to bring that develop- 
ment of insular industries the islands 
have the right to expect at the hands 
of the “home” government. 

But the stand-pat element of the 
republican party has succeeded so far 
in preventing free trade for the Phil- 
ippines, or such scaling of the tariff 
wall as will open the American mar- 
ket to the principal Philippine pro- 
ducts. Before the election, the stand- 
patters, by raising the cry that, tariff 
“tinkering” of any kind was danger- 
ous, were able to nullify the recom- 
mendations of the government author 
ities and prevent any measure of jus 
tice being done the Philippines. Now 
that the cry of political danger can 
no longer be raised, other elements 
are found active in opposition. 

These are the American sugar and, 
especially, the American tobacco in- 
terests. It develops that there has 
been a systematic campaign on the 
part of all tobacco interests, trusts 
and independent, against the proposed 
reduction of the tariff rates upon im- 
portations of Philippines tobacco ty 
25 per cent of the Dingley rates. The 
Connecticut growers of Sumatra leaf 
and the Pensylvania and West Vir- 
ginia makers of stogies are particu- 
larly active ih the present crusade 
against the recommendations of Sec- 
retary Taft. Will they be strong 
enough to block the wheels of justice 
longer? 

The fact that they are well organ- 
ized and have made a systematic cam- 
paign is Ominous, in the light of the 
past record of efficiency of such 
movements in upholding the tariff 
structure. And yet there can be ns» 
possible doubt of the right and justice 
of the demand for lower tariff rates. 
Without decent consideration at the 
hands of the United States govera- 
ment there can be no development of 
these important industries in the Phil- 
ippines, and we certainly owe the

offered by your correspondents In refer- 
ence to the condition of the south !fn 
regard to prices and production of cotton. 
| The situation ts undoubtedly one that 
‘deserves the most careful consideration 
‘of the people of the south, and the sug- 
_ gestions going the rounds of the papers 
‘are bound to result fn great good to this 
isection of the country. Having a 
monopoly of one of the world’s chief 
commodities should make the south the 
,garden spot of the earth. 

| The present price {s absolutely ruinous 
ito the financial interest of the south, not 
‘only to farmers but to everybody else. 

The following my solution of the 
question: 

Let the farmers now holding their cot- 
ton in the south organize a strong bank- 
ing Institution by subscribing to the cap- 
ital stock of the bank half of their cotton 
now owned, on condition that same is not 
‘to be sold within twelve months. And 

ithe further condition that they will also 
| subscribe to the capital stock of the 
'bank all of the cotton they raise during 
the year 1905. in excess of two-thirds of 
ithe amount grown by each of them the 
present year. 

Let all of the farmers in the cotton belt 
subscribe to the capital stock of the 
bank, on the above conditions, and this 
will crganize a bank with an estimated 
capital of anywhere from $20,000,000 to 
$50,000,000 that can easily establish 
branch banks in the larger cities in the 
| cotton belt with capital and deposits that 
‘could safely be depended on to furnish 
$ 100,000,000. 

Let the principal place of business of 
the bank be in New Orleans and possibly 
a branch in New York, and this would 
force the small southern banks to do 
business with this bank owned by the 
southern cotton growers, because the 
policy of the bank would be to furnish 
the small banks throughout the country 
money to furnish the farmers both to 
grow and market their cotton to the best 
advantage. 

I believe this would greatly curtail] the 
production next year to 9,000,000 bales, 
and will put cotton at !2% or I5 cents, 
where it belongs. The people of the

JASHINGTON, December 24.—(Spe- 
sial.J—"What promises to be one 
of the chief mining enterprises of 
our hemisphere has been started, by 
Americans in the heart of the Andes.” 
‘Thus epoke Mr. Irving B. Dudley, our 
-minfister to Peru, as we chatted together 
in Washington prior to his leaving for 
hia post, last week. I spent some time 
with Mr. Dudley in Peru, when I visited 
that @ountry a few years ago, and, with 
him, went to the top of the Andes on 
the rafflroad bullt by Henry Meiggs, the 
Californian, at an enormous cost about 
thirty years ago. That road is the high- 
est mountain railway of the world. In 
one day it takes you from the Pacific 
ocean claar to the top of the Andes, and 
lands you on the other side more than 
three miles above the sea. The road goes 
through some of the richest mineral] ter- 
ritory of South America, and it was orig- 
inally intended to reach the famous 
Cerro de Pasco silver mines. Meiggs’ 
money gave out before he got there and, 


although the road had been continued | 
it was from fifty to | 


after his death, 
seventy miles away from Cerro de Pasco 
when I rode over it. 


American Capital in Peru. 


‘The enterprise I refer to,” continued 
Minister Dudley, “is connected somewhat 
with the railroad by which we traveled 
to the tops of the Andes. It is the pur- 
chase of the Cerro de Pasco mines by a 
corps of American millionaires headed by 
J..B, Haggin, D. O. Mills, Henry C. 
Frick and others, among whom are said 
to be the Hearst heirs and the Vander- 
bilts. The company is largely composed 
of men who have beén connected more 
‘or less with the great copper mines at 
Anaconda, Mont., which are supposed to 
be the richest copper mines on the 
globe, but which may be equaled by 
Cerro de Pasco. They have already spent 
$8,000,000 in purchasing the property and 
in gxtending the railroad to Cerro de 
Pasco and I understand that they will 
spend $2,000,000 more before next fall. 
They ‘have bought up the mines from the 
individual owners, not asking concessions 
of the Peruvian government, and their 
work is all done after practica} business 
methods. They are said to have iy the 
neighborhood of three hundred mines and 
almost everything of value in that im- 
mediate vicinity. They expect to extend 
the railway to coal mines about twelve 
miles farther on so that they can have 
their own fuel for the smelters.” 

“Tl thought the Cerro de Pasco mines 
were silver mines, Mr, Dudley?’ 

“So they were, but copper has been 
found under the silver and the ore now 
taken out is a mixture of silver and cop- 
per. This is the copper age and copper 
mining is now paying better than silver 
mining. I see it estimated that the Cerro 
de Pasco company will be exporting with- 
in less than two years about five thou- 
geand tons a month, or sixty thousand 
tong per annum. This will represent a 
value of almost fifteen million dollars, 
five times the whole production of Chile. 
It will be more copper than Spain and 
Portugal, the great copper countries of 
Burope, produce.” 

Tons of Silver. 


“Tell me something about the silver 
of Cerro de Pasco?’ 

“Those mines have been producing 
silver since the seventeenth century,” 
said our minister to Peru. ‘They were 
discovered by an Indian shepherd who 
camped out one night where the town

place 19 more than 14,000 feet above 
the sea and it is usually bitter cold after 
dark. The Indian built a fire before 
e¢ing to sleep and awoke next morn- 
ing to find that fhe stones under his 
fire had melted and a lump of silver 
slag lay in thelr place. Since then 
thousands of tons of pure silver have 
been taken out of Cerro de Pasco. 
Twenty-seven thousand tons had been 
mned as far back as 1824, and altogeth- 
er more than $60,000,000 worth of sil- 
\ver has been produced there. 
| “Much of the silver ore was shipped 
't> Europe,’ continued Mr. Dudley. 
“Then a smelter was built at Casapalca 
on the railroad about 75 miles from 
Cerro de Pasco and for the- past few 
yearg the ore has been carried there 
On the backs of HNamas. A llama will 
carry only 100 poumds. It is a sTub- 
born beast and wil] lie down and re- 
fuse to go if overloaded, As a result, 
the cost of transportation has been 
ercrmous, and only the best of the ore 
cculd pe taken to the smelter. There 
must be a great deal of silver still in 
the dumps abeut those mines. This ore 
is now being carried to the smelter by 
the new railroad built by the Ameri- 
can syndicate, I understand, however, 
that the rates of transportation by llamas 
have been so reduced tat they are 
carrying ore at about the same freight 
rates as the raflroad, the animals walk- 
ing alomg beside the tracks.’’

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now used to connect Cuzco ¥ 

trains, and this road ought to 6pen up 
the ruins of that famous city to visitors. 
There are good trains from the Pacific 
to Lake Titicaca, and ft wil] now take 
but a short time to reach Cuzco from 
there. Cuzco is a town of about 20,000 
or so. It is the center of a rich province 
and a busy place, though it has nothing 
of its political importance of the: past. 
At the time that the Spaniards came it 
was perhaps the richest of all the Indian 
cities south of the isthmus. Pizarro got 
much of his booty from there, and the 
tradition is that he took from one native 
temple 40,000 pounds of gold and 80,000 
pounds of silver. Some of this came from 
the Temple of the Sun, at Cuzco ” 

“How about the hidden treasures of the 
Incas, Mr. Dudley? It is said they buried 
their gold in the Andes when the Span- 
iards began to rob them?” 

“You will thhear such traditions in all 
parts of the Andes, but I doubt whether 
there is much truth In them, The Span- 
iards carried away about all the gold ané 
silver that the Incas had mined, and, so 
far as T know, but few ‘hidden treasures 
have come to light. You see, the Incas 
were the ruling class, and. the rest of 


the people practically worked for them. 
As a result, most of the silver and gold 
came into their hands, and they turned 
it over to the Spaniards. Sucn mining as 


¥ 


rich it is. Much of the Aountry has 
not been thoroughly prospected, and the 
mines may be better farther down. Th 
these Cerro de Pasco mines the upper 
deposits consisted of a great pody of 
low-grade ‘silver ore, more than 1% 
miles long and three-quarters of a mile 
wide. This was worked down to a depth 
of about 200 feet, and then tunnels 
had to be driven in to drain the mines. 
They * have been making immense tun- 
nels still lower down; amd the tunnel 
companies claim certain rights which wil] 
pessibly conflict with those of the 
American syndicate. 

“As you g0 down in these mines, the 
silver ore changes to copper, and, as I 
have said, it is the copper and not the 
siiver that is valuable now. ‘There are 
probably good copper mines in other 
parts of Peru; and Bolivia, you know, 
has very valuable deposits of almost pure 
copper. There are gold mines in differ- 
ent parts of the country, and alto mines 
of lead, zinc and quicksilver. Altogeth- 
er, there are more than 5,000 different 
Peruvian mining claims on record, one- 
third of which, perhaps, are uns 
werked.”’ 

Pacific Company’s New Goncessions. 


“When I was in Peru, Mr. Dudley, 
scme New York parties, known as the 
Pacific Company, had a concession for 
coal mines in the Andes, and were about 
to build a railroad to them. What is 
that company doing?’ 

“The Pacific company has recently se- 
cured new concessions, and valuable ones. 
It has a strip of land running from 
Pacasmayo to Chimbote, and extending 
from there back up the Andes to one of 
the navigable branches’ of the Amazon. 
There are coa] mines in the territory, 
and with the concession goes the right 
to build a raijroad to get this coal to the 
seacoast. One of the igreat troubles 
about the west coast of South America 
is the lack of good coal. Ther are mines 
in southern Chile about the ibpay of Con- 
ception, but ‘the coa] there is not of the 
best quality. The deposits extend for 
some distance along the coast, and far 
out under the ‘water. Hundreds of miners 
are employed, and the men work in tun- 
nels away down below the bed of the 
ocean. AS a result, mining is expensive, 
and coal from Australia and England 
competes with the Chilean «woal. The 
coal that the Pacific company’s railroad 
will open up is on the highlands of the 
Andes, and it will cost but little to get 
it down to the seacoast. If they have 
as good deposits as they think their con- 
cession should be a very valuable one.” 


Railroads to the Amazon. 

““T suppose that a railway will be event- 
ually extended by the Pacific company to 
the Amazon?’’ 

‘Probably so,” replied Minister Dudley, 
‘but you must remember that it is only a 
concession as yet. There is no road 
built. It is also plamned to extend the 
Oroyo railroad to the Uicayali river, 
which is one of the navigable branches of 
the Amazon. The distance from the end 
of the Oroyo line, the same road we have 
ibcen talking about in connection with the 
néw copper properties, to the Ucayali is 
only about. 150 miles. When it is built 
one can go in banges and boats down that 
river to the Amazon. That road woukd 
open up.the Peruvian territory adjoining 
the Acre territory which Bolivia has just 
sold to Barzil. There are valuable rub- 
ber forests in that region, and it is prob- 
able that similar forests are also found 
on Peruvian soil. The government would 
like to have a railroad there; so that it 
could quickly transport troops to that 
point in case of trouble. The Brazillans 
are, you knew, to build a raflroad in 
that region to facilitate travel to and 
from the Amazon.” 


The Backwoods of Peru. « 

“It must be difficult for Peru to contro] 
her territory on the eastern slopes of the 
Andes? They are practically inaccessible, 
are they not?’’ 

“As far ag easy travel is concerned, 
yes,’’ said the minister to Peru. ‘Take 
Iquitos, which is in Peru, on the Mara- 
non, a great river that forms a part of 
the Amazon. It used to be that offi- 
eclals going from Lima to Iquitos some- 
times went around the strait of Magel- 
lan and clear up the Atlantic coast of 
the continent to the mouth of the Ama- 
zon, and then up the Amazon to Iquitos. 
At present a favorite way is to go to the 
isthmus of anama and then up the 
Amazon. One can \go up the Oroyo road 
and thence down by trail to the Ucayali 
and thence by boat on to Iquitos, but 
that takes several weeks, and in coming 
back it would take more, as the boats 
go much more slowly up stream. You 
can go from New York to Iquitos in less 
time, I venture, than it would require to 
get there from Lima %y way of the 
Ucayali. There are steamers from New 
York to Manaos, which is 1,000 miles 
up the Amazon, and there are smaller 
steamers from Manaos to Iquitos.” 

Automobiles for the Inca Capital. 

‘How about the railroad that takes one 
from the Pacific to Lake Titicaca? Has 
it been extended?”’ 

“That road has an extension to Sicuani, 
and from there a wide carriage rvaq has | 
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they did was after the rudest methods, 
and the product could not have been 
very great. Nevertheless it is said that 
the Spaniards, for a time, shod their 
horses with silver, and Pizarro, when he 
captured Ataphualpa, the Inca king, by 
treachery, agreed’ to release him if he 
would fill a room [7 feet wide and 20 
feet long with gold. This was done, and 
history tells how Pizarro then went back 
on his word and put the king to death. 
Tt is said that some of the treasures of 
the Incas were buried, shortly after thfs. 
in Lake Titicaca and otherwise, but, if 
so, they are yet to be found.’’ 


Bolivia’s New Railroads. 


“T understand, Mr. Dudley, that a new 
railroad has been built from Lake Titl- 
caca to La Paz?” 

“Yes, a road has been built, but it doés 
nut go down into thé city of La Paz. 
You may remember that there is a great 
plateau away up there, almost three 
miles above the sea, In which Titicaca 
and La Paz le, at a distance of forty 
or fifty miles apart. Titicaca Hes in one 
basin, La Paz in another. The road be- 
gins at Gauquai, the port in Bolivia 
which you reach by sailing across Lake 
Titicaca from Puno in Peru. The new 
railway crosses the plateau to the Alto, 
or rim of the basin containing La Paz, 
and there stops. As you get out at the 
depot you can walk a short distance and 
look down at the chief city of Bolivia, 
which lies about a thousand fect below 
you. There are now carriages which take 
you down to the city, but plans have 
been made fca@cable or electric lines, and 
eventually these will probably go through. 

“Bolivia also expects to build new rall- 
roads with the £2,000,000 which {ft re- 
ceived from Brazil for the Acre territory, 
and among the lines proposed is one from 
La Paz to Oruro, on the Antofagasta line, 
thus giving Bolivia a railroad outlet ta 
the Atlantic. I belleve there are also 
propositions to connect with the Chilean 
and the Argentine railway systems.”’ 


Electricity in Peru. 

“is Peru developing along electrical 
lines?’ - 

“Not very rapidiy,’’ was the reply, 
“but we have electric lights in Lima anc 
many of the factories are run by elec- 
tricity. Some of the interior cities are 
so lighted. We have electric tramways 
now running from Lima to Callao, our 
chiet port, a distance of 8% miles, and 
we have also a trathway from Lima to 
Chorillas, on the coast. Both of these 
companies will probably do well.’”’ 

“How about our trade with Peru, Ms. 
Dudley?’’ I asked. 

“It is steadily increasing, although the 
people of the United States do not make 
much effort to push it. When I first went 
to Peru the Germans exceeded us in their 
exports to that country. We are now far 
in advance of them and second only to 
Great Britain. Our trade today is al- 
most three times what it was when I 
first came to the country, and it seems 
to me that the prospects for a continued 
increase are good.”’ 

“What do we sell to Peru?” I asked. 

“Wheat, breadstuffs ‘and all sorts of 
hardware and machinery. Much of the 
wheat comes from our Pacific coast states. 
‘The machinery is largely from the east. 
This trade will be benefited by the Pan- 
ama canal.” 


Uncle Sam and Peruvian Cotton. 


“What do we buy of Peru, Mr. Dud- 
ley ?’° 

“We buy a great variety of things, 
among others medicines and cheniecal 
products, foodstuffs and wooi, and esne- 
clally cotton. The Peruvian cotton com- 
mapds a far higher price in the markets 
of the world than our own cotton. It 
has a long fiber which is so much more 
like woo] than cotton that it could be 
passed off for wool. It is used in making 
hats, hoisery and underwear. The fac- 
tories mix it with wool and the articles 
into -which it gos have a finer luster and 
finish than those made of pure wool. 
This cotton is of different colors, some 
white, some brown and some almost rea, 
So far the areca of cotton territory has 
been limited, but companies have been 
recently formed to irrigate the lands of 
northern Peru, which will bring much 
more cotton sol] intv cultivation. The 
most of the desert, you know, will blos- 
some like the rose if it can only have 
water.’’ 

Peru’s New President. 


“What are the political conditions in 
Peru at present, Mr. Dudley? Do you 
have many revolutions?” 

“There have been no political troubles 
during my stay in Peru, and there are 
no indications that there will be any nm 
the future. The country Is quiet, and the 
people seem contentea and happy. The 
death of President Candamo wag followed 
by the selection of Jose Purdy to take his 
place, and the wheels of government have 
moved smoothly on. President Pardo, al- 
though his political career has been a 
short one and lis experience in govern- 
ment small, makes an cxcellent president. 
He is a young man, not over forty, whwu 
has veen engaged in business for the 
greater part of his life, and who up until 
a year ago had had but little to do with 
politics Or the government. He was 
chosen by President Candamoa as his chic. 
ministerial adviser, and upon Candamo’s 
death he naturally became president. He 
is a very patriotic man, and is anxious 
to do well for Peru He says he will 
devote his energies to improving the 
roadways and other communications of 
the country and to bettering the people 
along educational lines.”

Says in Effect ~®hat Presidency of 
Senate Contest Is Caurce of 
Disturbance.

Osborne, replying to Speaker Morris’ 
charge that Mr. Osborne’s attack grows 
out of the approaching race for the pres!- 
dency of the senate, replies by saying, 
“Say it does,’’ practically admitting that 
he is in that fight to the finish, and that 
these are preliminary guns on the skirm- 
ish line.

Mr. Osborne’s Reply. 

Editor Constitution—Continuing the 
discussion, the cold stee] seems to have 
penetrated the flesh.

Russians Have Made Out Case 
for Commission = 


| Will Attempt To Prove Presence of 
Japanese Torpedo Boats, and if 
This Fails, Declare the Af- 
fair Just a Simple 
Accident, 


Paris, December 24.—-The Russian de- 


fense before the international commis- 
sion which is to inquire into the North 
sea incidént is practically completed. The 
main features are: 

First. That the firing by the Russian 
squairon was justified as a defense 
against attack. This entails proving the 
presence of Japanese torpedo boats. The 
Russian delegates inform the Associated 
Press that they possess this proof in the 
most positive and overwhelming form. 

Second. That even if the Russians were 
not attacked, they believed they were, 
and therefore the defensive measures 
taken were in absolute good faith. 

Third. At most, it was an accident at 
sea, where the dangers and rfsks are 
extreme analagous to the British battle 
ship Camperdown ramming and sinking 
the British battle ship Victoria an4 the 
recent firing by a British warship upon 
a coasting vessel during target PPactice. 

The preliminaries of the commission 
have clearly shown that the British are 
anxious for a prompt disposal of the 
case, while the Russians do not object to 
delay. Therefore the postponement of 
the opening of the sessions of the com- 
mission owing to the non-arrival of Rear 
Admiral Davis, the American represen- 
tative, developed an incident showing the 
rather significant grouping of the dele-

Yet, if the story is true, the president 
will leave no stone unturned to get 
facts, if there are any, and he will not 
forget that there is such a cOmpany. All 
this is important. Wall street hag been 
trying for a long time to make out how 
many, and what trust investigations 
there are likely to be. It is safe to say 
that industrial combinations will not be 
neglected, but that all the machinery 
of the courts will be used, if there is 
any chance of producing results, 

Private information received here from 
Washington leaveg no doubt that legis- 
lation to govern railroad traffic rates 
will be put through the present con- 
gress, but it will be such as will meet 
the approval of the big companies. It 
is by no means certain that a pooling 
“rider’’ will not be attached. The rail- 
roads have been praying for this for 
years. It may have to be tucked away 
in s0me iinnocent looking clause which 
will arouse ag little suspicion. aA di- 
rect and outright pooling measure will 
meet with serious opposition. 

Again, it should be noted that it was 
not Commissioner Garfield’s report that 
had most to do with the break in stocks 
this week, as the bucket shop  in- 
terests had planned an attack, and tey 
would have raided the market, even if 
Mr. Garfield had made no report at all.

MONEY FLOWING 


TO NEW YORK 


Due to Superabundance of Funds 
at Interior Centers 


Predictions Are for a Much More 
Active Year in 1905, Indus- 
trially, Commercially and 
Otherwise Than in 
1904 


New York, December 24.—The New 
York Financier says: 

The statement of the associated 
banks of New York city for the week 
ending December 24, is. rather feature- 
less, so far as important changes are 
concerned, It is obvious, however, that 
the report of the affillated institutions 
failed to disclose the seceipts of in- 
terlor money which are flowing this way, 
although the statemient was somewhat 
complicated by current export gold en- 
gagements, which aggregated since tne 
previous Saturday about $3,000,000. Pre- 
diminary estimates made the week's gai 
in cash by the banks as high as $2,000,- 
000, but the clearing house report gave 
the increase as only $200,000, or about 
One-tenth the earlier estimates. There 
was a moderate decrease of $2,627,500 in 
loans, due to the cessation of activity on 
the stock exchange, and this accounts for 
the falling off of $2,002,000 in deposits 
Lessened reserve requirements and the 
gain in cash brought the excess reserve 
up $700,600 to $15,247,225, or with the 
elimination of government deposits to 
$21,055,900; It is fair inference that 
with conditions continuing as at present 
the chances for any decided hardening 
of money rates are not in sight. This is 
the season when funds begin to tty tu 
New York in larger volume, although as 
a matter of fact, the movement has been 
going on for a number of weeks, owing 
to the seeming superabundance of funds 
at interior centers. In the annual review 
of banking conditions in many cities fur- 
nished by banking correspondents of this 
paper and published this week, a tone of 
optimism is noticeable throughout, and 
the predictions are for a much more 
active year in 1905, industriaNy, com- 
mercially and otherwise, than experienced 
during 1904.

Constitution@tity of the Fourteenth 
and Fifteenth Judicial Circuits 
Under Bills Passed by Leg- 
islature Is the Subject 
of Discussion. 


Montgomery, Ala., December 24.—(Spe- 
cial.)—There are reports here that the 
supreme court is divided on the question 
of the constitutionality of the fourteenth 
and fifteenth judicial circuits. 

That it is not possible to know this 
definitely all may see, however. The con 
tention is that the circuits were estab- 
lished’ by bills which were passed in the 
legislature as general measures when they 
are local. 

Onthis theory the consolidated court 
of Jefferson county was thrown out. It 
was argued in the submission of the last 
two cases, though, that the establish- 
ment of a judiciary system is made man 
datory upon the legislature by the con- 
stitution and that any one circuit is a 
part of the general system to be change, 
or redistricted at the will of the legisla- 
ture and is not a local measure in the 
meaning of the constitution. 

One of the members of the supreme 
court said this afternoon that it would 
be possible to sustain these two cir- 
cuits and not assault the decision in the 
Jefferson county case. 

Felix Blackburn, who is trying to have 
the Jefferson case brought up again in 
an attack on the criminal court of Jef- 
ferszon county, said yesterday that he 
was informed that the court was divided 
on the question of validity and in that 
event he believed that the Jefferson 
county case could be made to hold. 

Row Is Henewed. 

Montgomery, Ala., December 24.—(Spe- 
cial.)—One hears that there is ‘‘some- 
thing doing’’ in military circles that is 
not all pleasant. What it is no one is 
prepared to say. That it has sometnmg 
to deo with the Manassas trip none deny. 

It is said that there is some kind of a 
kick from somewhere avout sumething 
that is kept very quiet. One man said 
it was a ‘“mess,’’ whatever he meant 
by that. Another regards it as vexatious 
and came almost saying ‘‘cuss’’ talk 
about the military as a whole. 

Whatever it is the result is the holding 
up of the stipends due from Uncle Sam 
for the service on the old battlefield ana 
there are some who ask in a quiet way 
what is going to result.

Upon Basis of Assessment the Baby 
Ward Will Pay Realty Tax of 
$25,872 Into the Treasury 
of the City. 


The rea] estate assessments in the 
eighth ward have been ascertained and 
have been announced by the board of 
tax assessors and receivers, Specia) in- 
terest attaches to the announcement for 
the reason that the real estate in the 
eighth ward is the most valuable resi- 
dence property in the city. 

The assessors and receivers, J. L. Har- 
rison, C. D. Meador and J. H. Ewing, 
have spent several weeks in the eighth 
ward and have placed a value upan every 
piece of property jn the ward with the 
exception of Ponce de Leon park and the 
Piedmont Driving Club. The figures that 
are given this morning will be incréased 
by whatever values are placed upon these 
pieces of property. - 

The value of rea] estate tin the eighth 
ward is $3,687,685. At the city’s tax rate 
of 1! 1-4 per cent, the real] estate in the 
eighth ward will pay $46,096. 

The eighth ward, it will be remembered, 
includes a portion of the old sixth ward, 
and for that reason the figures that have 
just been given represent more than the 
value of the territory that was annexed. 
The portion of the sixth ward that is 
now the eighth ward is valued by the 
assessors at $1,617,900. This subtracted 
from the $3,687,685 leaves $2,069,785, 
which is the assessment upon the real 
eState in the territory that was recently 
annexed, formerly known as North At- 
lanta. 

At the city’s tax rate of 1% per cent, 
this $2,069,785 will yield the municipal- 
ity a revenue of $25,872, and -this repre- 
sents the am®unt that will be paid into 
the city treasury by those whose property 
was annexed to Atlanta last summer. 

The sanitary tax in the eighth ward 
amounts to $1,950, but of this $525 will 
be paid for houses that were formerly in 
the sixth ward, which reduces the ex- 
pense of the new citizens to $1,425. This 
amount added to $25,872, brings the

Petitions of A. K.& N. Grant-

The requests of the Atlanta, Knoxville 
and Northern railroad with regard to 
street crossings outside the city limits 
and within Fulton county were yester- 
day granted by the county commission- 
ers at a meeting which occupied only 4 
few minutes. 

There were quite a number of specta- 
tors present and the railroad and freigm 
Dureau. were represented by Attorny 
Jack J, Spalding and Chairman Newell, 
respectively. The latter presented a ler 
fer from the bureau in which it was 


stated that all objection to granting the | 


petitions had been withdrawn by the bu- 
Teau on account of the settlement of the 
rate controversy. 
The petitions were then granted by tne 
adoption of the following resolutions: 
“Resolved, That the Atlanta, Knoxville 
and Northern Railway Company, ms suv 
cessors and assigns, be and it-is hereby 
euthorized to make under-pass crossings 
of the following street or roads in Ful- 
ton county, to wit: Marietta road at or 
mear the point where the property of the

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Tells of Work in the Department 
of Public Works, 


Resume of the Year Shows That De- 
partment Has Done Splendid 
Work, and Points Out Ad- 
ditions and Improve- 
ments Needed, 


| 


The anzaal report of Commissioner H. 
L. Collier, of the department of public 


works, is being prepared, and the por- 
tion of jit which contains the resume of 
the year by the commissioner has al- 
ready been signed. It shows splendid 
conditions, 

Commissioner Collier was yesterday 
morning presented with a handsome set 
of silver knives by the clerks of his 
office. The speech of presentation was 
made by Mose Holland, chief clerk, and 
was responded to briefly by the commis- 
sioner, 

His annual resume follows: 

“In submitting this; my fourth annual 
report, 
ihe large amount of work accomplished 
Dy the department for the year 1904. 

“The detail report submitted will show 
a large increase in every division of our 
work. ; 

“We have put down more square yards 
of gutter pavement, more square yards 
of chert and macadam pavement, more 
Square yards of belgian blocks repaved, 
have moved more cubic yards of earth, 
opened more miles of new streets, graded 
more miles of new sidewalks than in any 
year during the past decade. 

“By careful inspection and prompt re- 
pairs we are able to report tewer suits 
by reason of accidents on defective side- 
walks than in any preceeding year of 


rom | 


our administration. 

“By reason of the extension of several 
trunk sewers we have been able to tear 
out five wooden bridges, which have 
heretofore ‘been sources of much trouble 
and expense. In a few years wooden 
bridges will be things of the past in 
Atlanta, 

We have also unloaded and distrib- 
uted during the year more sewer pipes 
for lateral sewers than ever before, 

Work equally distributed between the 
different wards. 

‘We have earnestly endeavored to pro 
rate the work equally between the diffe1- 
ent wards. 

The third and fourth having grown 
more rapidly and being in close prox- 
imity to the stockade, where the forces 
are of necessitv thrown on rainy and 
cold days, show slightly in excess of the 
other wards, but in actus® outlay of dol- 
lars they are not in excess. 

‘T am glad to announce that every 
street passed up for pavement has been 
finished, and before another appropria- 
tion can be made every piece of work 
passed to us by council will have been 
attended to as far as the funds appro- 
priated therefor would allow. 


Equipment Generally Improved. 


“Dufing the year we have also added 
some new stock, wagons and machinery 
to our equipment. In fact, the depart- 
ment equipment is now in petter condi- 
tion than ever before. 

“We still need some eight or ten more 
teams to enable us to keep up with 
the increase work caused by the rapid 
growth of our city. 

“The work on the new prison building 
has advanced also very satisfactorily in- 
deed, and meets with universal favor. 
The walls are about completed, the floors 
all fireproof are in. The plumbling has 
‘also been kept well up with the other 
work. 

“Every day demonstrates the urgent 
need of the completion of this building. 
We are not able to give even humane 
treatment to the prisoners in the old 
building, while we have made the best 
of the necessities placed upon us, yet 
we have been severely criticised and 
have had no very good defense to make. 
I sincerely hope the counci] of 1906 will 
provide funds sufficient to build the cells 
‘and supply the cots, plumbing, etc. 

“When completed, we will have the 
best, the most up-to-date prison tn fhe 
south, with the exception of the new 
federal prison. 

“The blacksm*%® @Rop is also well ad- 
vanced and mos* of the material needed 
to complete the same we have on hand.

Insurance To Be Saved. 


“When the new. buildings are com- 

pleted they will be absolutely fireproof, 
and all insurance can be taken from 
them, thus we wil] save quite a sum 
annualiy. 

“We have been very much fn need of an 
increased water supply for the prison and 
stable, but this we now see in sight, al- 
ready have the pipe on hand and the 
water works department. promises to put 
it down in a short while. é 

“The department has earned mors 
money in repair work and quarry ou* 
put than ever in the past. 

“Notwithstanding the large increase 
of macadam pavement put down and the 
large concrete prison. building erecte1, 
we have purchased very few cars of 
stone; during the year have operated 
four different quarries advantageousiy, 
located in different quadrants or wtné6 
city, thus saving considerably in both 
time and money. 


Sidewalks. 


‘We have not only gone beyond form-

The army has twenty-five rescue homes 
which have sheltered 2,265 girls. It 
has helped nearly 700 ex-criminals, 
nursed 8,000 sick persons, and provided 
cheap lodgings for 4 million and a half 
homeless persons. 

In addition, 4,000 persons have — 

4n Salvation factories, wor 
eos, found for 15,000 more, and 500 
lost persons have been restored to their 
friends. 

The story of the year {s told in the 
report published yesterday, under the 
title of ‘“‘Precipices.” It also deals with 
the causes that make for the downfall 
ef man in modern England, ana tne 
army’s method of fighting them. . 

The social work cost over £39,000, and 
it is expected that the sum of £42,000 
is required for the year ending next 
September.

Made by Founder.

London, December 24.—There are many 
queer clubs in London, but probably the 


oddest is that which dined the other 


night at the Whitehall rooms. “Nobody's 
Friends’’ is a quaint title, a phrase harn- 
ly suggestive of exclusiveness and dis- 
tinction. Yet it includes among its mem- 
bers Arthur Balfour, prime minister; the 
two primates of England—the archbishop 
of Canterbury and the archbishop of 
York; half a dozen bishops, fe lord 
chief justice, and five or six lesser jus- 
tices, besides various other notables. Its 


name does not remotely suggest its 
origin or purpose. 

In the last quarter of the efghteenth 
century there flourished one Wililiam 
Stevens, who attained fortune as a 
hosier and fame as a theologian by the 
publication of an essay in defense of 
those pillars of the English church, the 
Thirty-nine Articles. In 1800 he Issued 
a theological brochure signed “Ain,” 
which is Hebrew for “‘nobody,’ and "No- 
body’s Club’’ was founded to commem- 
orate its versatile author. 

Except among antiquarians, Stevens 
and ‘this works have long been forgotten 
and undoubtedly the club would many 
years ago have shared the same fate but 
for one of its articles of incorporation by 
which its members pledged themselves to 
dine together thrice a year. That bond 
of union has kept i[t alive for one hundred 
and four years, and may continue it in 
existence for another century or two. 

Those who wish to perpetuate the mem- 
ory of Robert Louls Stevenson should 
profit by this hint, Literary tastes change 
with successive generations, but good 
dinners never lose their attractions. In 
these days ‘‘Nobody’s Club’”’ is supposed 
to be chiefly concerned with cementing 
the union between church and state, but 
nobody has ever heard of its doing any- 
thing beyond eating its three dinners a 
year.

London Man Played Dual Role 


for Four Years,

William Parker Easily King of the 
Burglers—For a Period of Two 
Months He Averaged Four 
Burglaries Every 
Night. 


Special Cable. 


London, December 24.—If William 
Parker, who has just been sentenced to 
fifteen months’ imprisonment, possesses 
only a small share of that vanity which 
Lombroso says ia one of the most strik- 
ing characteristics of the criminal, he 
will find much solace for his enforced 
retirement in recalling the encomiums 
lavished on his nefarious cunning by 
Scotland Yard officials. He has again 
demonstrated that fact stil) holds the 
lead over fiction and his story will stimu- 
late the jaded imaginations of writers 
of detective fiction. 

For over four years he piled the calling 
of a cracksman in the metropolis, dis- 
playing such amazing skill and celerity 
in looting that at one time—for a period 
of two months—he is credited with hav- 
ing averaged four burglaries a night, ani 
yet he succeeded in baffling the police. 
During these years he was held in much 
esteem in the neighborhood where he 
lived as an industrious, faithful and ef- 
ficient workman. In the latter capacity 
he gained the intimate friendship of sev- 
eral unsuspecting members of the police 
force which proved of great assistance 
to him in eluding detection when the 
miniens of the law were spreading their 
nets to-catch him, His downfall was 
due entirely to his disregard of one of 
the cardinal principles which he had 
laid down for his guidance as a criminal. 
But so skilfully had he covered up his 
tracks that although it is certain he 
had committed hundreds of burglarics, 
only one could be proved against him. 
On that account the judge, much to his 
regret, was precludea from inflicting a 
longer sentence. 

Parker is only 24 years old, but his 
plans show him to be possessed off a 
perverted genius which places him far 
above mature criminals, however expert, 
who learn only from experience. In 
his youth he had: been appreniiced to a 
carpenter and was an excelléit worker. 
When he iecided to become a burglar he 
resolved to still stick to his trade. A 
great student of criminal literature, he 
had observed how professional cracks- 
men exposed themselves to suspicion and 
were compelled to continually shift their 
ground because they enjoyed no visible 
means of support. By continuing to 
work as a carpenter he could avoid 
being thus handicapped. It necessitated 
double shifts, as it were—carpentering 
by day and robbing by night—but he 
was content to make the sacrifice for 
the sake of the additional gecurity it 
offered. He allowed himself an occa- 
sional holiday when he took his fling 
in style, hiring a fashionable turnout for } 
the purpose, but when he thus disported 
himself it was remote from the scenes 
of his toils and plunder. 

The premises he ocupled consisted of 
a bed room, sitting reom and work shop. 


gantly furnished. There was nothing 
about them to show that he had other 
means than his trade of adding to his 
income. To assist him in his double 
role he fixed up a secret rear entrance 
| by means of which he could obtain ac- 
cess to the street by traversing the back 
' yards of his neighbors. Thus he es- 
, caped the suspicion which attaches to a 
man who is known to keep all sorts of 
hours. So well did he conceal] his noc- 
turnal movements that among his friends 
he enjoyed an exemplary reputation as 

aman who never stayed out late o’ 
nights. 

In his burglaries he displayed remark- 
able prudence. His reading had taugnt 
him that thieves were oftenest run 
down by tracing the stolen property. 
Therefore, he made it a rule to take 
only money or small articles that couid 
not easily be identified. Better small 
and safe hauls than rich hauls was his 
motto. He played the game alone that 
he might run no risk of being caught 
through the indiscretion of a confeder- 
ate. Also because {it enabled him to 
keep all the swag himself. He never 
mixed his trade and his profession. As 
a carpenter he was an honest man, as 
wel as an efficient one. Houses on 
which he worked were frequently robbed 
shortly afterwards and by him, no 
doubt, but he stoutly resisted al] temp- 
tations to steal while on a job. As a 
workman his reputation was above re- 
proach. He cultivated the police that 
he might obtain ‘“tips’’ from them as 
to what they were doing to lay hold of 
him. Most of his burgiaries were com- 
mitted in the Highgate district. When 
their frequency aroused the police to 
make strenuous efforts to capture the 
criminal. additional constables and 
‘plain clothes’”’ men would be spread 
over the neighborhood. Then the mys- 
terious burglaries woulg suddenly cease 
to be renewed when the extra force was 
withdrawn. ‘The only inference,’ said 
Detective Inspector. Neil, who had 
charge of the case, “is that Parker 
learned of the movements of the police 
through being in touch with them, and 
knew exactly what they were doing.’’ 

Nature had bestowed him a physiog- 
nomy that helped him to play his dual 
role well. His features are of the stolid 
type of the average British workman 
who is content to plod through Ife. 
There is nothing in his face *o reveal 
-the cunning and shrewd intelligence 
which he possesses. He found it easy 
to make “pals’’ of the police, and they 
never suspected that his outbursts of 
honest indignation against the myste- 
rious burglar who was causing them so 
much trouble were feigned. 

With his plans so adroitly laid, Parker 
might have continued to play his dual 
role of an honest workman and a suc- | 
cessful thief for a long time to come 
had he not succumbed to a temptation 
which led him to yiolate his rule of 
making only safe hauls. One night in 
October he obtained entrance to the 
house of a wealthy West Highgate res- 
ident by cutting out a pant of glass in 
the drawing room window. He was dis- 
appointed to find very little money on 
the premises. On the mantelpiece was a 
silver clock. He had often passed over 
valuable clocks before as too dangerous 
to meddle with, but this one seemed 
to exercise a fatal fascination for him. 
Or perhaps his long continued immunity 
and the ease with which he had baffled 
the police had rendered him careless. 
Anyhow he decamped with the clock, and 
later committed the further indiscretion 
of pawning it. The police traced it, and 
thereby obtained a Clue by which, finally, 
much to their own amazement, they dis- 
covered that it had been pawned by 
Parker, the man whom several of them 
had chummed with. 

“A man of his stamp and genius for 
crime never reforms in prison,”’ said a 
Scotland Yard detective to the writer. 
‘He will go at it again sure enough 
when he gets out, but it isn't likely he 
will settle down to the burglary business 
again in London; he’s too cautious for 
that. He must have a lot of money 
salted away somewhere and very likely 
he will go to America and resume his 
career as a crackeman over tnere. If 
he does the yankee police will find him a 


LOST TRIBES OF ISRAEL? 


ONDON, December 24.—One of the 
great mysteries that fas troubled 
the world for the last nineteen 
centuries, and whose solution fs appar- 


ently as distant today as that on which 
the question was first broached, is the 


ultimate fate of the descendants of the 
Israelites—the Ten Tribes+whom Shal- 


maneser took into captivity on the over- 


throw of the kingdom of Israel. The 
Lost Tribes have at different times been 
found in al) parts. Their alleged discov- 
ery on the American continent was one 
of the causes that led to the return of 
the Jews—the descendants of the sub- 
jects of Judah-—to this country in the 
middie of the seventeenth century. The 
Anglo-Israel theory has been quoted by 
Anglophobes as the reason for the Eng- 
lish hostility to Napoleon, and the sym- 
pathy of this country with Dreyfus. The 
remnant of Israel has been located in 
Polynesia and the Sahara. By one set of 
theorists the whole of Europe is said to 
be peopled by the descendants of Israel. 
Afghanistan, Tartary, Abyssinia, Arabia, 
ull have their advocates as the home of 
the remnant. Wales has been pointed to 
as the final refuge, while on the other 
hand it has been suggested that the last 
of the wanderers disappeared when At- 
lantis sank into the ocean. 

Another schoo! of theorists contends 
that the people never went into captivity 
at all, and that their descendants are 
still to be found in the holy land; and a 
further one argues that the district In 
which the captives were placed by Shal- 
maneSer still holds their descendants. 

Whenever any little known part of the 
world comes into prominence the Lost 
Tribes are inevitably found within its 
limits. During the native disturbances 
in South Africa some of the local tribes 
were identified with those of Israel. When 
China came prominently before the public 
eye a few years ago, Israe] was traced to 
a corner of that vast empire. Now that 
Japan has become the cynosure of every 
eye, the foes of the Russians are hailed 
as the lost ones f Israel come to avengé 
the wrongs of their Jewish brethren. This 
theory, extravagantly fantastic as it is, 
is believed so sincerély by some that it 
has been held in parts of Russia as a 
reason for avenging defeats by the Jap- 
anese on the Jewish subjects of the tsar, 
and a combined belief in the Anglo-Israel 
and the Japano-Israe] theories has ex- 
plained to observers not confined to Rus- 
sia, but to be found throughout the con- 
tinent, the sympathy the English feel 
with the Japanese in thelr struggle. 


A Humourists Reasons, 

To explain the Japano-Israe] theory one 
might alinost adopt the satire of the Ger- 
man humorist, Julius Stettenhelm. He 
has discovered six reasons that, in com- 
bination, prove the Jewish connections of 
the Japanese. In the first place, Herr 
Stettenheim points out the Russians have 
noticed that they are beaten on almost 
every day of the week excepting Satur- 
day, and that on that day the Japanese 
do no work except to pursue the enemj 
when there is a danger of their escape. 
The second argument fs that hogs are 
raised by the Japanese merely to feed 
foreigners, and not for their own use. The 
name of the capital of Japan is derived 
from the Hebrew ‘*Tekio Gedoulo,” which 
denotes that the city was founded after 
some great victory. The name Wei-hal- 
Wei is derived from the Jewish expression 
“Ai-wei,” an exclamation of grief, This 
suggests Japanese misfortunes in connec- 
tion with that port. The fifth argument 
in favor of the theory is the mutual ha- 
tred between Russia and Japan. Finally,

The acount 
is, on the wole, somewat reminiscent 
of the traditiona] Danite lgnding in Ire- 
tand under Jeremiah and Baruch, waen

A Comparison of Noses. 

Half a century ago another tneory wa: 
envolved by a@ Buropean Jewish resident 
in the Far Kast. The southernmost of the 
main islands of Japan is connected wits, 
Formosa by a long chain of small is- 
lands, the Loo-Chooan group. Their in- 
habitants are of two races, the Japanese 
proper in the north and the Lon-Chooans, 
or aborigines, trough the group. It 
was in one of the little known centers of 
this group that the afore-mentioned Fu- 
ropean Jew lived. From the account he 
has left he seems to have been a mer- 
chant who had adopted medicine as a 
hobby, for he complains of the unwilling- 
ness of the natives to acept his attention 
and their preference for sufieriny, since 
their own medicine men were unable to 
relieve them. The country was both un 
attractive and poor in fauna, flora, and 
everything else. The inhabitants, accord- 
ing to this settler’s description, had a 
distinctly Semitic appearance. The con. 
vexity of the noses of the natives and 
their partiality for long beards have 
been noticed by all students of the Loo- 
Chooans, They also resembled ene Jewisi, 
race in their intense longing for male 
offspring. In tir Loo-Chooan calendar, 
as in the Jewish, there are many strict 
fasts, and the dates in b6th cases cofn- 
cide to some extent. The betrothal rites 
of the Loo-Chooans also bore a strong 
resemblance to those of thelr alleged 
kindged. The inevitable similarities be- 
tween Hebrew and the luisuage of thy 
islanders was, Of course, discovered, and 
resemblances were also found in the mo- 
menclature of the two peoples. The feasts 
as well as the fasts of the Loo-Chooans 
resembled those of the Jews, and were 
celebrated at the same periods.

Tribe theory is, however, to be found in 
Holy Writ. In the case of tho Loo- 
Chooans resort {fs also had to the same 
authority. “I will send those that escape 
of them unto the nations, to Tarshish, 
Pul and Lud, that draw the bow, to 
Tubal and Javan, to the isles afar off, 
that have not heard my fame, neither 
have seen my giory; and they shall de-

Took Consumption in a Bombproof. 
(Prom The Los Angeles Times.) 
Living ten months in an undergrouna 
bombproof, sheltered from Boer shells, 
Malcolm D. McKinnon contracted the dis- 
ease which resulted in his death in this 

city Friday. 

His death came after a series of most 
remarkable experiences in South Africa. 

Mr. McKinnon was a resident of Cali- 
fornia for twenty years before going to 
South Africa in the early nineties. He 
settled in Johannesburg fourteen years 
avo and engaged in the grain besiness and 
prospered. At the time of the memorable 
Jamison raid, conditions In Johannesburg 
becoming intolerable, Mr. McKinnon 
moved to Bulawayo, Rhodesia. 

Just before the siege of Mafeking, Mr. 
McKiwgnon was obliged to make a trip 
to th place on business, and while in 
Mafeking the Boers surrounded the town 
and cut off communication. There he re- 
mained for ten months, living in an un- 
dergromnd bombproof, and there he con- 
tracted the illness which eventually re- 
sulted in consumption and his death in 
this city. He was stricken with the South 
African “black” fever and his health shat- 
tered. When the siege of Mafeking was 
lifted he was removed to Bulawayo, where 
he was treated for a long timé at the 
splendid hospital equipped by Cecil 
Rhodes. Finding no relief, he returned to 
California last April and came to Los 
Angeles, hoping to find his health again.

CARS TO STOP ON NEAR SIDE. 


Street Car Company To Change to 
Old Plan on Jaa- 
uary 1, 1905. 

After January 2!, 1905, the cars of the 
Georgia Railway and Electric Company 
will stop on the near side of all streets 
to take on and let off passengers. 

Heretofore all cars have stopped on the 
far side of the streets. 

Several years ago the cars stopped on 
the near side of the street, but when D. 
A. Belden became general manager of 
fhe combined electric car companies he 
inaugurated the plan of stopping on the 
far side of the streets. E 

It required several ‘months to accustom 
the patrons of the street car company 
to the change and jit was regarded as an 
inconvenience and an whnecessary and 
radical change. The kicking it caused 
had no effect and argument was without 
avail. 

It is understood that the change back 
to the original plan was caused by Super- 
intendent Nymn Hurt, who has always 
been an advocate of the near side of the 
Street as the stopping point. The plan 
is used in all the larger cities and par- 
ticularly in New York it is said to have 
been an aid to traffic at street cross- 
ings, owing to the fact that cars must 
necessarily come almost to a stop when 
crossing busy streets. 

The change will doubtless cause some 
inconvenience, but the street car offi- 
cials believe that when the public be- 
comes again accustomed to it it will be 
found to be more convenient than the 
present plan. It is also promised that 
there will be no more changes in the 
immediate future.

Before the introduction of this useful 
article of dress, a man’s pants (they 
were then called ““‘britches"’), were sul.

Even the word suspender is o1 
recent orijgin. If the old dictionary bé 
examined it will be found that no such 
word as suspender is found in them. In 
Walker's Edinburgh edition, August 16, 
1777, it is not mentioned. It became a 
new fad in- the worldly minded man’s 
attire about 1800, ‘‘one of the sinful con: 
formities to the fashion of the world.”’ 

One of the first mention of suspende: 
we find about that time in Warner's 
“Historical Recollections.’’ Speaking of the 
them he calls them ‘‘Those indispensable 
articles of decent attire denomirated sus- 
penders, but by the vulgar gallows.’’ Be- 
cause about that time a secondary meat 
ing was given to the word gallows, con- 
veying the idea of Suspension, auu wie 
old. fogies of that day gave this mean- 
ing to suspenders in terms of derision. 
Comparing them to tne gallows tree 
from which criminals were suspended. 

About that time the term gallows was 
applied to “a wretch deserving hang- 
ing.’’ 

The Methodist church of that day was 
fully in sympathy with the Baptist and 
in opposition to worldly mindness, they 
were decidedly set against their min- 
isters wearing ‘‘gallusses.”’ ‘‘The early 
preachers all dressed alike, their hats 
were like Quakers, broad brimmed.

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A New Life of Whitman. 

The latest in the admirable series call- 
e4 “The Beacdn Biographies.”’ publish- 
ed by Small, Maynard & Co., of Bos- 
ton, as “A Life of Walt Whitman,” oy 
Isaac Hull Platt. It is purports to be 
a concise, readable empitome of his 
life and work, and that is precisely what 
it proves to be, an appreciation by one 
rarely qualified for the task. 

It gives the salient matter, the 
real gist of Whitman, and for 
ters, the real gist’of Whitman, and for 
that reason it is interesting to those who 
already know him, because it marshals 
into a brief space the main points, and 
to the uninitiated it gives what one needs 
to Know to start with. Whitman ¢s not, 
im the usual Case, rightly understood 
without an introduction, unlegs he is ap- 
proached upon the side of his personaltly. 
It is a temperate and sane estimate and 
a delightfully interesting narrative and 
will aid much in a larger appreciation of 
the “good gray .poet.’’ The facts about 
Whitman are in themselves immensely 
|interesting. Whatever one may think of 
'the value of his published work, whether 
‘it is real poetry as some deny, or of no 
consequence as others insist, or crude 
and inept, and even immoral, as has 
been urged, or whether it is the most 
vital and significant utterange that has 
come out of America, as many English 
‘scholars have affirmed, there can be no 
doubt but that his career was unique and 
‘notable, and that his personality was ex- 
tremely magnetic and original. 

He impressed himself upon all by an 
unusual breadth, benignance and charm, 
and was in his personal life the remark- 
able embodiment of great qualities. This 
graphic biography gives the sense of 
Whitman’s extraordinary richness of 
temperament. No man ever lived a fuller 
life and, in spite of his alleged egotism, 
more outside of himself, tn the lives of 
others, or preserved the spirit of a finer 
fellowship and sympathy. He was pri- 
marily the comrade and lover. only sec- 
ondarily the observer or artist. No man 
ever touched life on so many sides, or 
responded so fervently to myriad appeals 
His response was unstinted, ‘‘Not till the 
sun excludes you,’’ he says, ‘‘do I @x- 
clude you.’ Every phase of life was of 
equal ,intrinsic significance, He was not 
a mere touchstone or sponge for impres- 
sions, but saturated hirnsel’ with the 
life about him—entered into the spirit of 
it quite entirely. He absorbed it all, and 
yet preserved his own native charm and 
individuality. Here we have a picture of

His latter yearg were full of hon- 
ors and the sympathy and praise of ar- 
dent friends came to him fram every 
quarter of the world. 

His works have been translated into 
French, German, Danish, Dutch. Ital- 
jan, Russian and several Asiatic lan- 
guages. 

Active opposition to him, says Dr, 
Platt, has ceased and he is now recog- 
nized as a tremendous force in iitera- 
ture. 

The biographer attempts no elaborate 
estimate of his work. He affirms that 
the time has not yet arrived when a 
true estimate of Whitman can be writ- 
ten, Which is true always of genlus of 
the first order. ; 

At the same time, the author's lucid 
exposition amounts to a very real esti- 
mate of him as man and poet, and 
frames withal a very vivid picture. 

It will arouse interest and curiosity, 
anc “the main thing,.’”’ as John Adding- 
ton Symonds says, is to “indace people 
to read Whitman for themselves.”’ 

He has, at least. for young men, a 
tenic value equal if not greater than 
Emerson himself; greater than PBmer- 
scn, he is, indeed, in his remarkable 
brealth of incomparable perspective.

A brave man in the 
presence of ordinary danger, he hid him- 
self in cellars during thunderstorms, 
where he cowered and shook with fear. 
Immoral in his private life, he caused 
the passage of the strictest laws to pro- 
mote marriage and to punish infractions 
of the marriage bond. Able to forgive 
ufon occasion al] manner of personal] in- 
juries, he, nevertheless, was capable of 
acts which were savage in their bar- 
barity, so that once when some prison- 
ers were brought before him, he tore out

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Study of Christmas in the Early American Days--Old Observances Gone and New Ones Have Replaced Them 
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HILADELPHIA, December 24.— 

(Special.)—The observation of 

Christmas in America today is e 
very different celebration to that known 
to our forefathers, Indeed, if one of 
the latter were’ permitted to visit once 
again at Christmas time the land of 
his adoption or birth, he would find it 
difficult to recognize, among the present 
day gayeties, any of the features which 
gave Christfras its significance fn his 
day. 

Many old-time observances have paes- 
ed and new ones have replaced them; no 
longer do the Puritans go to church gun 
In hand, keeping a sharp lookout for 
treacherous red men lurking behind the 
trees of the forest through which they 
were oftentimes obliged to pass, digging 
a path as they went through great snow 
heaps. 

These hardy settlers of Massachusetts 
brought with them memories of happy 
days spent jn the mother country, before 
they were persecuted on account of their 
radical religious views; and although 
few of them ‘had forgetten the gay scenes 
which were enacted in England at Christ- 
mas time, none tried to bring into favor 
euch rejoicings in the new country. 

They marched solemnly gnd soerty 
to church on Christmas morning the 
Game as on any other day, and not one 
exchanged with another a “Merry 
Christmas.” 

There were no signs of feagting or 
merrymaking of any description, nor was 
there any music added to the church 
service. Apparently, -uerry Christmas”

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houses or searching for food on the 25th, 
1620, their finst Christmas day in Amer- 
ica, 

For many years succeeding their land- 
ing, Pilgrims and Puritans eschewed all 
thought of Christmas festivities, but not 
so the colonial cavalier. 

In Virginia at Christmas time he intro- 
duced all the old world revels and gay- 
etles with added force and freedom. In 
ithe south, Christmas was indeed a gala 
day. Very little attention was paki to 
the church service, although that, too, 
formed a certain part of the celebration, 
These two great forces contributed to 
the making of the Anglo-American char- 
acter. 

Christmas day in the southern colonies 
in the late !7th and early /I8th centu- 
ries was indeed a merry one. They ate, 
drank, danced and bade each other be of 
good cheer; gathered around blazing 
Yule log fires; tol stories of life among 
the English gentry which -nearly every 
One remembered so vividly and regretted 
mournfully; exchanged a few gifts, al- 
though the custom was by no means gen- 
eral in those days; fought duels; fol- 
lowed the hounds and lived a day of 
rollicking fun in general. 

News of this crept north and shock- 
ed the sober and sedate Quakers, who, 
like the puritans, observed Christmas 
not at all. A little of the atmosphere 
of plenty and good cheer was carried to 
Pennsylvania by these merry men of the 
south, and the younger generation of 
these straight-laced, solemn-mannered 
and serious sects, despite their careful 
and righteous home training, found it a 
little difficult to resist the temptation to 
participate in some of the fun and frolic 
of their southern cousins. 
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Laughter, like pity, makes all the 
world akin, and the stories which in 
some manner drifted north of the merry 
times in the fair south lana. caused many 
a hearty laugh which proved that no 
matter how active a part the sterner 
facts of life may play in the history of 
a sect, every member is after all but 
human, and, hidden deep beneath a stern 
religious crust, an inherent love for 


pleasure and fun. 

Besides the slight influence which these 
merrymakers of fhe south had over the 
Quakers and Puritans, the early Dutch 
settlers in New ‘York and the Germans 
in Pennsylvania brought with them a 
breath of Christmas frolic, and the 25th 
of December became to the north and 
south a day set apart for merry-making, 
general rejoicing and religious celebra- 


religious side was held in strict 
observance by the Dutch and Germans, 
and stories of the Christ child, Santa 
Claus and kindred legends of Christmas 
time were set afloat and secretly lis- 
tened to with keen enjoymnet by many 
of the boys and girls of austere New 
England, whose parents would have been

tletoe and other greens especially ap- 
pealed to the Puritan children. The 
love of the beautiful is to be found 
somewhere in nearly every character, no 
matter how stern or hardened, and chil- 
dren especially are quick to appreciate 
the beautiful in nature. 

Small wonder, then, after having once 
seen the homes of their neighbors deco- 
rated with the lovely greens, that these 
Puritan lads and lassies should long to 
gather, the holly to lend a festive and 
artisti€ air to their own homes. 

In a curious old diary of the period 
there is.a record that, returning from a 
eligious sevice one Christmas morning, @ 
Puritan governor found a group of chil- 
dren carrying home some of the forbid- 
den greens. He chided them severely 
and bade them drop the detested emblem 
of popery. 

She oldest boy had but a few days 
ago been listening to wonderful tales of 
tne merry-making in Virginia, told by 
a cavalier who, after the Christmas fes- 
tivities, had drifted north in quest of 
adventure, tales which had made him 
tebellious of his own hard, humdrum 
life, and the memory of which now 
made him disregard the governor’s orders 
and still hold fast to the holly. 

Turning to him this stern old Puritan 
said: ‘“‘Drop those hateful greens, my 
lad; dost thou not know they are but

“We are going to give a big dinner 
at my home in Philadelphia, and I sta- 
tioned myself at the window, Christmas 
morning, to await the arrival of the 
guests. Previous to this time. though, 
I had helped to decorate the halls and 
rooms ‘with holly and mistletoe (Christ- 
mas trees, my dear, are not fn use In 
those days), I also assisteq in prepar- 
ing some of the dainties which were to 
grace the table on Christmas day. My 
work had been to stone the raisins, wash 
the currants, chop the suet and citron 
for the big plum pudding, no easy task, 
either, for a little girl, particularly 
when she was not permitted to even 
taste the fruit. 

“The menu was an elaborate one, con- 
sisting of numerous courses, which dif- 
fered greatly from those which are the 
features of a Christmas dinner now. 

‘Strange as it ay seem, we had no 
turkey. Great roasts of beef and ven- 
ison were the principal meats. Then 
we had turtle soup, light entrees of 
broiled fish, steaks, sausages, etc., with, 
of course, some dainty tidbit of wild 
fowl. The climax was an aqld-fashion- 
ed plum pudding, with a delicious hard 
sauce. 

“There were, of course, wine and 
sweetmeats, and the dinner lasted sev- 
eral hours. 

“The dining room in those days look- 
ed like fairy land. The costumes of 
both gentleman and lady were elabo- 
rate, picturesque and costly. 

“Many of the soldiers were in full 
military uniform.

These figures taken 
from the 1900 United States census re- 
port indi:ate the superiority of east 
Alabama soil over that of any other sec- 
tion of the state in the production of 
cotton and go to show in a forcible man- 
ner what could be done with better rail- 
road facilities which would increase the 
population and stimulate intensive farm- 
ing. 

East and Southwest Compared. 

Southwest Alabama has always enjoyed 
a great reputation for the production of 
cotton, but the census’ report shows it to 
produce less than southeast Alabama. 
While Barbour county made only 29,995 
bales in 1899, Dallas in western Alabama 
produced 48,273; but the latter county 
cultivated cotton flelds of 156,810 acres, 
or just 58,067 ucres tmnore than Barbour 
devoted to cotton. In fact, all the east 
Alabama counties show greater yields 
per acre. For instance, Pike with planta- 
tions of only 89,196 acres produced 34,- 
966 bales .and Bullock, with 103,537 
acres made 31,774 bales. Henry county 
through which the new road will be con- 
structed planted but 77,137 wucrea and 
gathered 27,489 bales of cotton.

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REV. H. R. BERNARD WRITES 
ON BAPTIST CHURCH HISTORY 


Some time ago there appeared in the 
publte Prints in reports from the Bap- 
tt convention at Columbus the follow- 
ms > 

Dr. Landrum asked that Dr. G. A. 
Nunnally, who was really the father of 
the education commission, speak in Dr. 
Pollock’s stead.

In the fall of 1899, the dersigned 
visited, as the financial secretary of Mer- 
cer university, Blue Ridge, a point on 
the Marietta and North Georgia railroad. 
I found at that place a college or high 
school. I was told it wag the property 
of the Methodist church. Upon further 
inquiry I ascertained that originally the 
Baptists gave the site and some money. 
The Methodists contributed money and 
others did likewike, ao that an institution 
was Duilt belonging to several parties. 
In the course of time the ®Suilding was 


found to need repairs, besides there was | 


trouble in obtaining a principal teacher. 
At this juncture the Methodists, with 
a proper view of business, appeared and 
eatd, “If the building can he deeded to 
us, we will repair it, and plac§ a princi- 
pal over the school wito will give satis- 
faction.” No sooner said than done. 
Thus the property passed into the hands 
of the Methodists. At about this time 
the records showed that Methodists own- 
ed and reported about twice as much 
echool property in Georgia as did the 
Baptists I noted that the Methodists 
had a board of education. The Baptists 
had none. I came home thoroughly im- 
pressed that the Baptists needed and 
must have a board SP Bducation. I sat 
down and wrote provisions for the 
organization and duties of such a board. 
This wag in the fall of 1899. In the spring 
of 1900 I carried my written provisions 
for a board to the Baptist convention, 
held at Griffin, and introduced the same 
in a speech before that body. 

Action was postponed. I renewed the 
matter at Valdosta the succeeding year. 
In this second attempt, which fatied, I 
was supported by Dr, Nunnally, who was 


in sympathy with the movement. The 
doctor was also present at Griffin and 
‘while he made no speech he was a Well 
wisher, and lamented that the movement 
failed. At Rome the year folowing, my 
hopes ‘were realized and a commission 
‘was formed and begun mork that year, 
and hae done efficient service ever since. 

In the year 1899 Dr. Nunnaly moved 
himself to form a commission, but out- 
side of the convention. I received a 
written or printed notice of same, acter 
I had drafted my paper to introduce to 
the convention. I am sure Dr. Nunnal- 
ly did not get a suggestion or cue from 
me, nor did I get mine from him. I 
first tntroduwced the matter to the notice 
of the convention at Griffin in the way 
above indicated And in three years it 
materialized, as I have shown. Dr. Pol- 
lock himself was interested all along in 
the onganization as I had conceived it. 
He was appointed es chairman of the 
commission and declared in his first re- 
port at Americus that the denomination 
owed its gratitude to “H. R. Bernard” 
for the education commission. 

I am disposed to believe the first 
thoughts conceived and offered which led 
to the formation or were cakulated to 
lead to fhe formation of the commission 
were the fruits of Dr. Gambrell’s brain. 
I am eure that Dr, Gambrell had things 
to say and said them as to correlation of 
schools before either Dr. Nunnaly or I 
had put a pen to paper, but these did not 
materialize under his effort. Dr. Nun- 
nally deserves great credit for ‘what he 
has done for the creation and mainte- 
nance of the commission. By the way, 
he has done much for Georgia Baptists. 
In a way he has done more than any 
man in Georgia. He has always been 
in advance of most of his brethren, and 
very much that he has originated has 
materialized under his effort and obser- 
vation. No man in the Baptist denomi- 
nation deserves more than Dr. G. A. 
Nunnally the fraternal consideration of 
his brethren. H. R. BERNARD.

Just as as- 
tronomy sprang from the charlatanry of 
the astrologer and chemistry from the 
crucible of the alchemist so perhaps at 
Some future day it may become possible 
by patient investigatiobn to evolve some- 
thing tangible from the mass of contra- 
dictions and inconsistencies which the 
expounders of the astra! craft exploit in 
seeming good faith. 

Proemilally it may be stated that in the 
present etate of our Knowledge any at-

Unfortunately for this theory of pro- 
toplasmic optimism the evolutionary pro- 
cess upon which it is dependent fs far 
from being absolutely proven, as a mat- 
ter of disappointment as we progress in 
knowledge many obtsacles arise which 
conspire to place it within the domain of 
barely plausible hypothesis. . 

Should it have been accepted unreserv- 
edly, it must mean that the process is 
to gO on and on and as a result molded 
by the untold eons to come, creatures 
low in the scale will approximate or even 
Surpass the present human, and man 
hfmself will grow into some being so im- 
measureably superior to his present state 
that the languid and remote rear guard 
of the species will hardly measure up to 
the requisite for the greater immortality. 
It may be urged that man being content 
| With his present degree of gerfection may 
| be able to control futur operation of the 
law, if not tgnore it altogether, so far 
‘as he is himself concerned, and see to 
it that no aspiring intruder encroach 
upon his domain. 

Before taking up the subject in its psy- 
chical aspect it may be well to briefly 
consider the biological conditions which 
hedge physical life. To begin with, 
higher intelectual Mfe is only possible 
with perfect integrity of brain structure, 
for not only is the brain the seat of the 
bion or life axis, but there exists in the 
brain and its appendages a tissue su- 


cell and molecule of fits control; the brain 
ig therefore not simply an organ like the 
heart or stomach, but an imperium in 
Imperio; that is to say, not alone is it the 
medium and seat of authority over all 
other tissues of the body, but it exercises 
authority over itself. 


Operation of Law.

That the ghost thought prevailed among 
the most primal races of men is easily 
proven by the prehistoric evidences found 
in the okd terrenes and caverns of our 
ancient world, countless aiges ‘before the 
human ‘bantlimg could have evolved the 
god-concept or even an elementary my- 
thology he had postulated a coterminous 
existence as propven by the weapons, 
utensils and animal remains interred with 
the dead and intended for the future use 
of the deceased, 

About Ghosts. 


The ghost-thought, fear of the dead 
and dread of the unseen are expressions 
of primitive danger instinct and inde- 
pendent of the higher emotions appear to 
be one of the ultimate properties of nerve 
tissue. '

emerged the soul-novice fitted anew for 
reincarnation, 


First Resurrectionists. 


The cult of the Nile were the first apos- 
tles of body resurrection. They fiung 
their defi in the fare of chaos and swath- 
ing their dead with cerements of pitch 
aid perfume, challeged the fiat of the uni- 
verse. 


“Dust thou art and to dust thou shalt 
return.”’ 


Though death might rend soul from

at ne# place in the entire Jewish writ 
was there any specific command or reve- 
lation by Deity authorizing or affirm- 
ing the doctrine. 

That the dsraelites in common with 
neighboring nations had a general ac- 
cepted formula of future life is true, but 
so far as we Know it was not of an 
intensely spiritual character, but rather 
a survival of.the old ancestor worship 
of patriarcha] days, modified under con- 
tact, influences and Such innovations as 
were imposed ypon them by the state 
religions of thelr conquerors. 


Secrets of the Lord. 


The only probable reference in the 
entire Pentateuch to the subject was 
by Moses, their law-giver and national 
founder, who dismissed the subject enig- 
matically by saying: 

“The secret things belong unto the 
Lord, our God, but those things which 
are revealed belong unto us and our chil- 
dren forever.”’ 

Wherever in the sacred literature of 
the Jews, mention is made of life be- 
yond the grave, it bears the assumption 
of a purely individual optimism and 
inspired by the same sublime faith and 
intuitive hope that have swayed all men 
since that evening in mans’ first para- 
dise, when Jehovah Elohim declared ‘“‘Be 
hold the man is become as one of us!” 

Transcendent spirituality has always 
been a heathen or Christian climax to 
the Jew; it has always been an exotic, 
rational immortality came to him as 
the result of nationa] misfortune, while 
he was still groping amid the rabbinistic 
superstitions of the post-exilic perlod, pa- 
gan Greece had evolved an exalted {m- 
mortality of soul, and had long gince 
inscribed on the tombs of her most Iil- 
lustrious philosophers: 

“Apollo created both Asculapius and 
Plato, the former that he might save 
their bodies, the Jjatter that he might 
save their souls.”’ 

At the time when the Great Founder 
of Christianity ‘came to earth, the Ju- 
daic ehurch was divided into three 
leading camps, the pharisee or national- 
ist. whose main tenets were belief in a 
paradise, gehenna or place of p ffiish- 
ment and a complex immortality of both 
souj and body. with an indeterminate ex- 
istence of the sou]! in either paradise or 
gehenna until the day of resurrection, 
when, rising from their graves, the body 
would be rehabilitated by jts former spir- 
itual occupant.

brethren, if we are to accept the pres- 
ent attitude of sviritism indicative of 
the “geistzeit’” prevailing in the nether- 
world. its interest in the matter of soul 
is decidedly. waning while acquiring a 
manifest taste for affairs of the flesh. 
And now to the question how much 
eredence shall be given to the tesfi- 
mony of the various psychic and spirit- 
valistie cults of the day, how much of 
this so-called materialization and spirit 
incursion is to be accepted as true and 
how much to be regarded as false. 
Folly of Seances. 


Unfortunately in the present’ state of 
our knowledge an unequivocal answer is 
not possible, to say that it stands for 
something in spite of its jugglery and 
mysticism is just, while to hold that it 
cannot be true and necessarily false is to 
bar impartial investigation from the 
start. The fairest and most logical] treat- 
ment of the question would be to de- 
mand that spiritism should stand or fall 
according to its ability to demonstrate 
its entire truth. . 

With this much conceded to the craft, 
it should consent to divest itself of its 
clandestinism and artifice, to insist that 
effectiveness can only be reached through 
these means is to accentuate the already 
existing suspicion and distrust. 

To further ask that methods be ig- 
nored and criticism be predicated solely 
from the testimony of adherents is to

If. on the other hand, it be contended 
that thése back parlor seances with all 
their attendent collusion, hysteria and 
pecuniary traffic represent the true 
status of apiritualistic policy and inter- 
course, there can be no other conclusion 
than it is downright fraud and an insult 
to the intelligence of any sane thinking 
individual.

ences governing our physical plane may 
or may not be true, but it certainly de- 
tracts from the dignity and glorious es- 
tate of the choir invisije. 

It will not be denied that the positive 
testimony of individuals who do not 
claim to be mediums, and whose per- 
sonal experience enables them to affirm 
that spiritual intercourse {s an absolute 
truth, outweighs denials based upon be- 
lief only, but it must bé remembered 
that many other unseen forces can and 
do operate on similar lines. 

We are surrounded by agencies whose 
phenomena are just ag inexplicable and 
mysterious as those which dominate 
the clairvoyant’s back parlor, but as 
they hold no immediate relations with 
affairs beyond the styx they are very 
properly excluded from the category of 
the supernatural.

It is a great study. By the faces of 
men and women alone, without consider- 
ing their dress, one interested in human- 
ity can soéh grow to tell what their 
tastes would be, what manner of life 
they live, In what sphere they belong, 
and all this too in a so-called demo- 
cratic country, where our politics insist 
that all men are born free and equal. 

The American masses are the thriftiest 
masses in the world. 

It is a marvel to see such masses of 
people, all of them clean, wearing com- 
fortable clothes and _ self-respecting 
faces. In the music halls on the Bowery 
they are clean and comfortably dressed, 
too. Ours is a nation of. cleanliness and 
thrift. 

In looking at this moving throng, 


though, I am not impressed individually | no 


or collectively with the idea of their im- 
mortal souls, but rather with their mor- 
tal -self-esteem, for it is this quality 
which keeps the head of man up and 
provides a good coat for his back—this 
great force which makes the homeliest 
of us all stand unabashed along with 
his fellows, and keeps a smile of con- 
tent on the face of the hunchback and 
the cripple. 

I never pity a hunchback, because the 
Creator has apportioned, as a rule, to 
his misshapen body more pluck and con- 
ceit than is given an Adonis, for I’ve 
hever known one of these misshapen 
people who was not full of pluck and 
conceit. 

It is not for tmmortal glory that hu- 
manity, as a whole, prospers and strives, 
but for this divinest and most uplifting 
of mortal traits—self-esteem. I see this 
trait allied to energy, ambition, clever- 
ness in the majority of American faces, 
but there are qualities left out in these 
faces that a longer and, I hope, a gen- 
tler and calmer civilization will im- 
plant. 

The composite face of the American 
crowd is a workaday face, eager, hard, 
material, restless. There {3 little poetry 
about the mouth. The eyes gkisten, but 
do not dream. It is not a sentimental 
face. I have watched these faces indi- 
vidually on the streets, and very rarely 
indeed do I see one face in the moving 
throng that looks as if its owner was 
thinking of something sweet and full of 
sentiment and beauty, and even then, 
on looking closely, in catching the sound 
of the owner's voice I discovered the man 
or woman to be foreign, usually French 
or Italian. 

But it igs a nice country, is this won- 
derful town of Manhattan. I like every 
flag stone in it. Far be it from me to 
venture in preference into the forests. 

I wouldn’t run away from it to be a 
sleeping beauty In a fairy tale forest, 
full of kinglets and giants, and witches 
and prancing white palfreys. 

What knight, think you, can recall in 
dauntless bravery the doughtlly police- 
man of Broadway and Twenty-third 
street? How gloriously and bravely 
they preserve us from automobiles and 
Micycles and the Fifth avenue bus, and 
the hoofs of our. carriage-riding million- 
aires—i mean the hoois of their bob- 
tailed horses. A knight was never an 
autocrat ilke a policeman, 

Dragong and things had no respect for 
a knight, but came snorting after him 
with fiery snorts, whereas even a chauf- 
feur has to pull up and stop running 


‘over oppressed pedestrians when a proud 
‘cop raises his arm. 


can find policemen at 
dangerous places, whereas 
proverbially scarce when 
dragons come forth to swallow you, and 
only appear at the very last minute, 
whtn you have fainted and don't care 
whether you've been swallowed or not. 

Give me Gotham therefore in prefer- 
ence to any sort of country, old or new. 
Gotham, with its golden lights, its cafes, 
its human birds of prey and beauty, 
its dangers and delighta, tts Christmas 
crowds and holiday faces, and Christ- 
mas bells bringing to thousands of 
hearts a message of peace and good will 
to man.
